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THE HORSE DEPARTMENT ON THE 
FARM. 


There is no department of the west- 
ern farm that has more promise in it 
than the horse department if it is 
stocked with horses of the right kind. 
There has never been any profit and 
there never will be in the small horse 
that can neither pull or trot, nor in 
the large horse that is not well bred, 
and well fed. There 
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We can afford to pay a good round 
price for a first-class stallion provided 
the

he represents’ high 
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his own use, the cost for one even at 
a fair price being too much for that. 
Therefore there must be’ some kind 
of co-operation either in the patronage 
of the stallion or in the purchase, and 
here a great many farmers 
who establish horse companies fall 
down. Instead of organizing their 
company first and then starting out 
to buy to the best advantage with cash 
in their pocket, they wait until some-

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The great difficulty in the horse 
business is that it will not pay any 
ordinary farmer to own a stallion for 
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body comes around and organizes a 
company, then the members do not 
always have the assurance that all of 
them are paying the same price. 

The proper way for those who wish 
a first-class stallion is to get together 
and organize, determine the breed 
that is most satisfactory to all con- 
cerned, then appoint a committee com- 
posed of men who have the most horse 
sense to purchase the animal for good, 
hard cash, then provide by-laws cover- 
ing the patronage and appoint another

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ABOUT BABY BEEF. 

By baby beef is meant cattle fin- 
ished for market at from twelve to 
eighteen or perhaps twenty months 
old, and weighing from eight to twelve 
hundred pounds. This kind of beef 
meets the present humor of the mar- 
ket both in this country and abroad, 
large, heavy weight cattle of seven- 
teen to eighteen hundred pounds hav- 
ing gone out of fashion, in all prob- 
ability never to return. 

It is a well established law that the 
smaller the cattle the greater number 
of pounds of gain can be made from 
a given amount of feed; and inasmuch 
as this economical production coin- 
cides with the present demand, an in- 
creasing number of feeders are devot- 
ing their atcention to the production 
of baby beef. Some of them will make 
money; others will lose. To show why 
some make and others lose is the 
object of this article. 

To produce baby beef successfully 
the calf must be kept growing con- 
stantly from start to finish. It must 
not lose the calf fat. Furthermore, 
it must be well bred. The better bred, 
the better beef. It must be a high 
grade at least of Angus, Hereford, 
Short-norn, or Galloway type, or of 
the dual purpose breeds such as the 
Polled Durham and Red Poll, with 
rather pronounced beef tendency. It 
must be fed a somewhat different 
ration from that ordinarily fed for 
fattening an older animal. This baby 
beef is being developed both in fat 
and in flesh. It therefore needs more 
nitrogenous food, such as_ clover, 
alfalfa, oil meal, ete., than does the 
steer put into the feed lot at from 
thirty months to four years old. It 
requires greater skill on the part of 
the feeder to produce baby beef than 
to finish mature cattle. Nor must the 
feeder expect that all his calves will 
do equally well. A larger number of 
calves will fall out in the feeding 
process than when mature cattle are 
fed. 

Again, this baby beef must be fed 
until it is finished. There is no short 
feeding in the production of baby beef. 
Nor does it furnish an opportunity to 
market inferior feed, such as bleached 
cornstalks, bleached straw, or dam- 
aged clover. In short, the baby beef 
in order to bring money into the farm- 
er’s pocket must be well born, well 
nursed, well weaned, well cared for, 
and well fed from start to finish, and 
the finish is the time when he is in 
the best possible condition for the 
market. 

Not every farmer can grow his own 
baby beef. One of the greatest dis- 
advantages in the way is the fact that 
beef to be fed profitably must be fed 
in car load lots; and there are com- 
paratively few farms on which enough 
cattle can be kept to furnish a car load 
lot of calves each year. The quarter 
section farm will not do i*; nor will 
all half section farms. 

Fortunately, it does not make any 
difference in feeding baby beef 


whether you have steers or heifers. 
The baby heifer is worth just as much 
in the market as the baby steer. Most 
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of these baby beeves, therefore, must 
be bought, and herein lies the diffi- 
culty. If grown on the range, where 
much of the best material for baby 
beef can be found, there is danger of 
losing calf fat between the time of 
leaving the ranch and reaching the 
farm, especially if the weaning and 
branding process goes on at the same 
time. 

We therefore hope our readers will 
not allow themselves to go wild on 
this baby beef proposition. Better 
think it over pretty carefully and in- 
vestigate it thoroughly, and then go 
into it with one car load to begin with 
before attempting to solve the prob- 
lem on a larger scale. There is good 
money in it if a man has a farm of 
the proper size and location, has the 
feed, and above all has the “know 
how,” not theoretical “know how,” 
which can be readily acquired, but the 
practical “know how,” or the skill and 
“know how” combined and put in 
workable form. 


HOME CURED PORK. 


Now that the price of pork is continu- 
ally falling, itis time for the farmer to 
consider whether it will not pay him 
to kill and cure more of his own meat 
than he has been in the habit of doing 
heretofore. We are quite satisfied that 
there would be a market in every 
town and village for a good deal of 
home-cured pork, using this word as 
covering hams, shoulders and __ sides, 
provided it was properly cured and 
put on the market in attractive form. 
Nor is this a matter of any great 
difficulty. No great skill is required 
to cure meat and render lard. It re- 
quires care, attention, neatness' in 
trimming and putting up the package, 
but nothing that any careful and handy 
farmer can’t do and do easily. 

There are three or four things that 
are essential. One is that the right 
kind of a hog should be selected. The 
best pork is made from hogs weighing 
from 175 to 225 pounds and as near 
as possible around nine and_ ten 
months of age. The better bred the 
hog is, the better the pork, provided 
it has been properly fed as well as 
bred. 

Another of the essential things is 
that the animal heat be entirely re- 
moved before any attempt is made to 
cure it. It is not necessary that the 
carcass should be frozen. It is in 
fact better not. No decay or deterior- 
iation can take place as long as meat 
is kept below a temperature of 32 de- 
grees. Another important thing is to 
have the shoulders and hams trimmed 
nicely and smoothly. This adds to 
the appearance and to some extent 
at least renders the danger from ani- 
mal infestation less likely. . 

The great preservative agent is salt. 
Hams, sides and shoulders can be dry 
salted or brine salted. Some prefer 
one way and some the other. It is 
important in dry salting that the en- 
tire piece should be thoroughly rubbed 
with salt, especially about the ends 
where the bone protrudes. Some, 
after rubbing the skin thoroughly witu 
salt, lay the pieces on the backs and 
cover the parts where the flesh is 
exposed with salt, say half an inch 
thick. Some add saltpetre. This no 
doubt helps so far as curing is con- 
cerned; but others claim to get quite 
as good results without it and avoid 
the tendency to drying which will oc- 
cur when saltpetre is used. In our 
own judgment saltpetre should be ap- 
plied only where the bones project. 

Those who use brine salting some- 
times use sugar or molasses, maning 
what is called sugar-cured meat. It 
would be interesting if some of our 
readers who are experts in this line 
would give their various formulas for 
curing meats. Remember, however, 
that the essential thing in curing is 
the salt; and that meat will not cure 
as long as it is frozen, will not take 
the salt, so to speak. 

Farmers in the timber sections at 
least can add a good deal to the flavor 
of their pork products by smoking 
with wood, sugar tree or hickory pre- 
ferred. Fairly good smoke can be 
made with corn cobs. It may be a 
matter of prejudice with us, but we do 
not think we have ever eaten hams 
in any part of the world (and we have 
eaten some of the best that the world 
affords) that are equal to those made 
in the United States from hogs weigh- 
ing about two hundred pounds, that 
have had access to blue grass and 
clover pastures, and have been finish- 
ed off with corn, the meat properly 
mild cured and smoked with hickory 
wood. If there is any better feeding 
than a ham of this character, we have 
never yet been able to find it. 

If farmers will cure about twice as 





much as they need for their own use 
and will put it up in neat, attractive 
form and sell it to the best grocery 
in their town, they will get a good 
deal more in that way for such hogs 
as they kill, than Chicago or any 
other market will give them. There 
are still in all towns, villages and 
cities some housewives who prize old- 
fashioned, unadulterated lard. The 
farmer can furnish it and he is about 
the only one that can furnish it with 
any certainty. There is many a hog 
now going to market (we speak now 
particularly of brood sows that have 
been fattened). that will furnish in 
lard alone quite as much value as the 
farmer is likely to get for the entire 
animal if sold on the market at present 
prices. 


GETTING THEIR EYES OPEN. 


Some of our political exchanges are 
apparently just awakening to the 
facts, long since recognized by 
thoughtful men, that agriculture is a 
science as well as an art, that the 
farmer is the most potent factor in 
the nation, and that his prosperity is 
the prime condition of national pros- 
perity. They apparently date the be- 
ginning of this agricultural revival to 
about the time when their own eyes 
were first opened, some fifteen years 
ago, others ten. Others are apparently 
rubbing their eyes in wonderment 
when they read in some magazine of 
microbes and germs, protein, carbo- 
hydrates and fat, as if these were 
things of yesterday. 

To read some of the editorials one 
would imagine that farmers have here- 
tofore lived in “Galilee of the 
Gentiles,’ and that the people who 
have heretofore been “sitting in 
darkness” are just now beginning “to 
see a great light.” A few years ago 
the prairies were, in the minds of 
some editors, the home of the 
“Rubes,” creatures ‘with unkempt 
hair and whiskers, their customary 
form of salutation being “Howdy;” of 
surprise, “Gosh all fish hooks;” of 
adjuration, “Be gosh.” The illustra- 
tions no longer describe the farmer 
with lantern jaws, a picturesque com- 
bination of rags and hair, but a solid, 
substantial business man in _ neat 
dress and ever ready for business. 

All this is well enough and credit- 
able to the men who apparently have 
seen a great light; but it is well for 
some of them that the teachings of 
the Presbyterian catechism are cor- 
rect, namely, “that the bodies of de- 
parted saints do rest in their graves 
until the resurrection.” If it were 
otherwise, the flail of Father Clarkson 
would be heard from, and that not in 
the way of thrashing out as of old the 
kernels of agricultural truth, but 
chastising the catiff who had pre- 
sumed to date the agricultural revival 
anything short of thirty or forty years 
back. The shades of Horace Greeley 
and Orange Judd would proclaim 
throughout the length and breath of 
the land: “We studied and wrote of 
agriculture not for sordid dollars; not 
for the price of the fleece, but for the 
welfare of the flock.” 

Seriously, is not much of the boast- 
ing of even the agricultural press in 
these latter days a vain boasting? 
What new breeds of cattle have we 
discovered or developed in the last 
ten or fifteen years? In point of fact, 
are our cattle of as good quality now 
as they were twenty years ago? The 
buyers say they are not, and in this 
we suspect they speak the truth. We 
have made some advancement in pig 
breeding, but little or none in the 
breeding or feeding of sheep or horses. 
We see a great deal about the gospel 
of corn lately. It is indeed a true 
gospel, but even this is not of yester- 
day or last year or the last five or 
ten years by any means. The breeds 
of corn, that is, the really fixed types, 
were all established thirty, forty, fifty 
years ago. We have new names, 
easily coined, grades and crosses, but 
not breeds or types. It is quite true 
that the agricultural papers have mul- 
tiplied and also agricultural depart- 
ments in papers of general circulation 
because cheap paper, cheap postage, 
cheap type setting, the extension of 
advertising, the lax administration of 
the postoffice department, and the de- 
velopment of the mail order business 
have made such ventures profitable. 
We have more reading for farmers 
than ever before, more farming of the 
farmers; but have we any more farm- 
ing with the farmers? 

In some directions we have made 
decided progress in the last ten or 
fifteen years. We have better control 
of blackleg through vaccination. We 
now know how to deal with smut in 
oats. The invention of the dehorning 
saw and pincers have done away with 
the diseases known as “hollow horn” 
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and “wolf in the tail.” Wek 

about the causes of disease po — 
a better understanding of the methods 
of prevention. We understand inecet 
life much better. Our colleges and 
experiment stations have been great) 
improved, and we have in the last 
eight years had for the first time a 
really valuable and efficient agricy). 
tural department. We have gotten 
over the color craze and the crogs 
craze. We have greatly improved 
farm machinery and have greater skjjj 
in operating it. By improved machin. 
ery we can plant corn more accurately 
than fifteen years ago, but we can 
neither drop it with machinery nor 
cover it as well as we did fifty years 
ago. Any increase we have made in 
the yield has been by following the 
teachings of the great leaders in agri. 
cultural thought of the last thirty or 
forty years, the inspiring motive of 
whose writings was the love of truth 
for truth’s sake. 

We would be glad if some who now 
boast so loudly of modern achieve. 
ments would take a day off and read 
the editorials of twenty, thirty or 
forty years ago, catch their spirit, and 
learn how little there is really new 
in any of our modern agricultural 
teaching, and how much better work 
is done for love of the work and of 
truth for truth’s sake than is done for 
dollars per column. Recently we pub- 
lished an article written in 1835, de. 
scribing the best methods of growing 
alfalfa, and which, with the exception 
o1 soil inoculation in certain sections, 


has not been improved on since. 
There were brave men _ before 
Agamemnon. 


Considering the appliances and tools 
available, there was in many cases 
quite as good farming done fifty years 
ago as is done today. Let us not be 
too vain in our boasting, nor imagine 
like the young doctor, that his seniors 
are old fogies; nor like the young 
preachers, that their forefathers were 
behind the times. “To whom much 
is given, of him shall much be re- 
quired.” With the aid of improved 
machinery and recent discoveries in 
science we must show a good deal 
larger increase in crops, a greater im- 
provement in farm stock, before we 
can begin patting ourselves too lustily 
on the back. 





BARN YARD MANURE FOR MUCK 
LANDS. 


Farmers sometimes express sur- 
prise when we advise them to apply 
barn yard manure to muck lands, and 
especially to newly drained peat lands. 
They tell us: “Why, this land is 
rich enough to grow 100 bushels of 
corn or 300 bushels of potatoes.” It 
is rich enough—entirely too rich in 
some of the elements of fertility. It 
has humus to burn—enough of humus 
for thirty or forty crops. But the sup- 
ply of humus is not the only thing 
essential to the production of good 
crops. These soils usually lack pot- 
ash and phosphoric acid, and espe 
cially potash. If you wish to get the 
full returns you must supply in some 
way enough of these elements for the 
coming crop.‘ Barnyard manure 4p- 
plied fresh will meet the requirements 
probably cheaper than can be done in 
any other way. While it adds to the 
already over-abundant supply of 
humus, it adds also the mineral ele- 
ments without which humus is use 
less. 

This, however, while an important 
reason, is not the main reason. The 
main reason is that, especially in the 
peaty soils, the humus is really not 
yet formed. The humus material is 
there in abundance, but it has not 
been worked over by the microbes 
whose mission it is to devour it 4s 
they do barn yard manure, and digest 
it, and thus provide food for plants. 
When you apply the barn yard manure 
you apply the bacteria or microbes, 
jiggers, bugs, or whatever you see t 
to call them; in short, germ life. = 
so to speak, stock your pond with t . 
germs which are necessary to conver 
the humus material or the peat — 
plant food. This is the main a 
why we advocate putting barn me 
manure on peat or muck lands. f 
is not necessary that a great deal hr 
it be supplied. To do the job “i. 
you want a manure spreader, a the 
you can spread five or six loads to ~ 
acre evenly over the land you ha 
done all that it is usually necessary 
to do. The bacteria thus introdnete 
will work over your peat, digest i ao 
it for plant life, and thus make = 
ductive soil out of land which W is 
otherwise be disappointing. If and 
dry enough, then plant potatoes, ao 
you will be surprised at the = r 
and the quality and the cleannes 
the crop that you will harvest 
that kind of land. 
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DON’T BE TOO CONFIDENT. 


Seldom, if ever, in the history of 
the United States has a reform move- 
ment developed so rapidly and swept 
on so apparently irresistibly as the 
movement to give the interstate com- 
merce commission power to say to the 
small group of purse-proud and arro- 
gant plutocrats “Thus far shalt thou 
go, and no further.” For the power 
to levy the transportation tax is now 
exercised by less than a score of men 
who jointly and severaily have control, 
for their common aggrandizement, 
of the various systems of railroads in 
the United States. Congress has un- 
doubted power to control interstate 
rates, but has never attempted to do 
so except through the interstate com- 
merce commission. 

In the recent campaign the subject 
was avoided as much as possible by 
poth political parties. Little or noth- 
ing was said about it in the conven- 
tions or during the progress of the 
campaign, and if some editors who 
knew what was in the minds of the 
people voiced their convictions the 
word was immediately passed around, 
“hu-s-h!” The underlying thought 
was: It will not do to check the flow 
of oil now for the first time going 
freely and, spontaneously into both 
tanks. 

No sooner had the votes been count- 
ed than from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific a demand is made for this 
long needed reform. To the surprise 
ot most men there rang out like a 
clarion call in the presidential mes- 
sage a demand for the reform of 
abuses of long standing. Grave sena- 
tors nudged each other and_ said, 
“What new doctrine is this? Who is 
running the government, anyhow?” 
Congressmen who had been sleeping 
comfortably in corporation beds 
roused themselves, looked out of the 
windows, and wondered if it would be 
much of a storm. First they scouted 
the idea of any legislation for at 
least a year, the underlying reason 
being that they desired none. Then 
as the roar of the tempest became 
more pronounced they came tg the 
sage conclusion that the subject was 
so new that they must have time to 
investigate. When confronted with 
the results of the investigation of the 
interstate commerce commission, act- 
ing under the authority of the law, 
and the report of the industrial com- 
mission (a commission of their own 
appointment) after four years of care- 
ful investigation, they apparently are 
coming to the conclusion that there 
must be an elaborate system of ‘courts 
to secure the rights of the corpora- 
tions, their masters. In the last few 
days they see manifest cyclonic indi- 
cations, and are rushing to cover. 

Don’t be deceived by the congres- 
sional interviews appearing from time 
to time in the papers. Few of them 
ring true. There is an air of insin- 
ceruy about most of them, which the 
farmer who is not looking for congres- 
sional favors will very readily detect, 
and for which sycophants will apolo- 
gize. A congressman who has to be 
forced to do right is wrong from the 
start, and will again go wrong at the 
first opportunity. 


In this reform, which is to have a‘ 


Wider sweep than most people realize, 
we have to overcome not only the 
inertia of congress, the desire to put 
things off and avoid trouble and agi- 
tation, but the inertia and scarcely 
concealed opposition of many of the 
great metropolitan journals. These 
great papers will print the news and 
the letters of their Washington cor- 
respondents, but we generally look in 
Vain for any editorial comment that 
has the ring of sincerity, much less 
the courage of conviction. Some of 
these papers are owned or at least 
controlled by the men who own or 
control the railroad systems. Others 
of them carry mortgages, sometimes 
running into the millions, and all of 
them have advertising contracts with 
great corporations. 

It can not escape the notice of 
thoughtful readers that the main pub- 
licity given to the struggle for civic 
righteousness and the exposure of 
ronal financial scandals has been 
ee or four of the leading maga-

Don’t 
imagine for a moment that these men 
with these large resources will flee at 
the first engagement. Can the financial 
Port Arthur, which has been fortified 
for long years and with the greatest 


skill be expected to capitulate at the 
first assault? Don’t think it for a 
minute, even if the president leads. 
These men will openly contest when 


they think they dare. They will have 
their congressmen plan for delay, 
offer stones for bread, scorpions for 
eggs, serpents for eels; and if every- 
thing else fails, will have their sena- 
tors talk any proposed bill to death, 
which they can do under the rules of 
the senate, or what is known as “sen- 
atorial courtesy.” They have count- 
less ways of defeating the popular will 
and will bow to it only when they 
face the anger of'an outraged people. 
The president will have to make it 
mighty uncomfortable for quite a 
number of congressmen and senators 


before anything will be done. We 
think he can be trusted to do so. 
There are millions involved in this 


controversy. The victory of the peo- 
ple means a check to trust formation 
and freedom of domestic trade. It 
means the extinction of fortunes made 
by the wildest sort of speculation and 
the collapse of rotten corporations. 
It means, when the conscience of the 
people is fully aroused, the opening

INCREASED APPROPRIATIONS FOR 
AGRICULTURAL EXPERIMENT 
STATIONS. 


Mr. Adams, of Wisconsin, has intro- 
duced a bill of very great importance 
t. the of the United States, 
which reported favorably, 
and, in our judgment, ought to be 
passed. Our readers who have 
watched closely the relations between 


farmers 
has been 


the government and the agricultural 
people will remember that in 1889 
what is known as the Hatch act pro- 
vided that each state and territory 
should receive from the federal gov- 
ernment fifteen thousand dollars each 
year for the purpose of establishing 


experiment stations which should con- 
duct original researches or further ex- 
periments of the physiology of plants 
and animals, diseases and their rem- 
edies, chemical composition of plants, 
value of rotation, analyses of _ soils 
and water, composition of manures, 
grasses and forage plants, scientific 
dairying, and such other researches 
and experiments as bear primarily on 
the agricultural interests of the 
United States, having due regard to 
the varying conditions and needs of 
the respective states and territories. 
This measure also provided for a pub- 
lication at each of the stations at least 
once in three months, to be distributed 
on request to the newspapers and 
farmers of the United States. 

This act has resulted in great ben- 
efits to the farmers of the United 
States and to the agricultural colleges 
as well. It is the business of the col- 
lege to teach the known, of the sta- 
tions to discover the unknown. The 
college teaches theories of agricul- 
ture; the stations prove good theories 
and disprove poor ones. Mainly as a 


result of investigations by the sta- 
tions thousands of acres of alkali 


lands have been reclaimed, the varie- 
ties of wheat and corn have been very 
greatly improved, useless and fraud- 
ulent fertilizers have been driven out 
of the market in states that have en- 
acted appropriate laws, and so on 
down the whole line of agricultural 
investigations. 

This new bill proposes to increase 
the amount above mentioned by giv- 
ing each station five thousand dollars 
additional the first year and adding 
two thousand each year until the total 
amount shall reach fifteen thousand, 
making the total amount from the 
government to each station thirty 
thousand dollars. The bill provides 
specifically that the additional amount 
appropriated shall be expended in the 
work of experimentation only and 
none of it for rent or purchase of land, 
construction of buildings, or payment 
of salaries. These must be furnished 
by the states in which the stations are 
located. 

In proportion to its population the 
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United States is far behind most other 
agricultural countries with the excep- 


tion of Spain. Even benighted Russia 
has one hundred and two experiment 
stations. Germany has eighty, France 
seventy-one, Austria forty-four, little 
Belgium fifteen, and Sweden twenty- 
six. 

We hope that our readers will in- 
sist on the passage of this appropria- 
tion, even if it does cut off some of 
the appropriations usually made for 
rivers and harbors where there is 
neither water nor business, and for 
public buildings in places where the 
main use for them is to make the 
congressman solid with his constitu- 
ents. Congressmen facetiously call 
this class of appropriations’ the 
“division of the pork.” The way for 
the congressman in the west to be 
solid with his constituents is to give 
them help in their work on the farm; 
and we know of no better way to do 
this than by giving generous support 
to the agricultural experiment sta- 
tions. 


RABBITS IN THE ORCHARD. 
It is well for our readers to keep a 
weather eye on the orchards these 
days, to see that the rabbits are not 


getting in their work. If the small 
boy has not sufficient enterprise to 
hunt rabbits whenever there is a 
slight skiff of snow, some other 
method will have to be adopted. 
There are various methods, any of 


which will prove effectual. 


One method is to take tobacco 
stems and steep them, making a 
strong solution, mix that with blood 
from the slaughter house, add soft 
soap. When it cools down add a little 
flour, and then put in a little crude 
carbolic acid and red pepper. Smear 


this on the trees. It is very probable 
that if the rabbit gets a taste of that 
he will hunt something else for his 
breakfast than apple tree bark. 
Others use wooden veneers which 
cost about eight dollars per thousand. 


The handiest thing, however, for the 
farmer is to take cornstalks or rice 
straw, wrap them around the tree, 
and tie in about three places. 


Still another way, and, in our judg- 
ment, the best way, is to take window 


screening, cut it in strips about a 
foot wide, wrap it around the tree 
loosely, putting it as close to the 


ground as possible, and tying it there. 
This will be a protection not merely 
against the rabbits, but against the 
apple tree borer, which is even a 
worse nuisance than the rabbit and 
don’t furnish half as good fun for the 
boys. 
A LEGAL FENCE. 
A Milton county, Iowa, subscriber 


writes: 

“In a partition fence how close to- 
gether do the fence posts have to be 
and how many wires are required to 
make a lawful fence of barb wire?” 

Section 2367 of the Code of Iowa 
reads as follows: “A lawful fence 
shall consist of three rails of good 
substantial material, or three boards 
not less than six inches wide and 
three-quarters of an inch thick, such 
rails or boards to be fastened in or 
to good substantial posts, not more 
than ten feet apart where rails are 
used, and not more than eight feet 
apart where boards are used, or wire 
either wholly or in part, substantially 
built and kept in good repair, or any 
other kind of fence, which, in the 
opinion of the fence viewers, shall 
be equivalent thereto, the lowest or 
bottom rail, wire or board not more 
than twenty nor less than _ sixteen 
inches from the ground, the top rail, 
wire or board to be between forty- 
eight and fifty-four inches in height, 
and the center rail, wire or board not 
less than twelve inches nor more than 
eighteen inches above the bottom rails, 
wires or board; “or it shall consist of 
three wires, barbed with not less than 
thirty-six iron barbs of two points each, 
or twenty-six iron barbs of four points 
each, on each rod of wire, or of four 
wires, two thus barbed and two smooth, 
the wires to be firmly fastened to 
posts not more than two rods apart, 
with not less than two stays between 
posts, or with posts not more than 
one rod apart, without such stays, the 
top wire to be not more than fifty-four 
nor less than forty-eight inches in 
height. All partition fences may be 
made tight by the party desiring it, 
and at his election, the added material 
may be removed. In case adjoining 
owners or occupants of land shall use 
the same for pasturing sheep or swine, 
each shall keep his share of the parti- 
tion fence in such condition as shall 
restrain such sheep or swine. Upon 
the application of either owner, after 
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notice given as prescribed in this 
chapter, the fence viewers shall deter- 
mine all controversies arising under 
this section, including the use of parti- 
tion fences made hog and sheep tight. 





ALFALFA ON SORGHUM. 


A Sedgwick county, Kansas, corre- 
spondent writes: 

“I have five acres of land on which 
I wish to sow alfalfa in the spring. It 
has had three crops of sorghum in 
succession. Would it pay to follow 
that with alfalfa? I was thinking of 
plowing deep now and pulverizing in 
the spring by disking. The soil is 
rich black loam with clay subsoil; fifty 
feet to water.” 


We doubt if it would succeed, al- 
though the experience of farmers in 
that section of Kansas would be a bet- 
ter guide than anything we could sug- 
gest. We can only tell why we doubt 
it. Sorghum requires a vast amount 
of water. Three crops followed by a 
drouth, which has no doubt prevailed 
in that section as well as in tne rest 
of the Mississippi valley, would leave 
the soil very dry. There are no doubt 
a large amount of sorghum roots that 
are as yet undecayed. If it could have 
been plowed deep during the fall and 
then thoroughly worked in the spring, 
it might possibly succeed, but it is no 
doubt too late now to plow, and we 
would be very much afraid that spring 
plowing would not put the land in 
proper physical condition. 

Looking at it from this distance, we 
would suggest that a better way would 
be to plow the land very shallow in the 
spring, start all the sorghum to grow- 
ing, then plow again later so as to get 
rid of the sorghum. Then cultivate 
pretty thoroughly during June and 
July, thus maintaining a dust mulch. 
Then sow the alfalfa early in the fall 
or any time in August in which there 
was sufficient moisture in the ground 
to germinate the seed. We believe in 
this way a better crop of alfalfa could 
be secured than by spring plowing on 
land in that condition. 


FARMERS APPROVE OUR COURSE. 


Our mail is now loaded down every 
day with letters from farmers in dif- 
ferent congressional districts com- 
mending us for the stand we have 
taken on the transportation question. 
A great number of them commend 
specifically our open letter to Colonel 
Hepburn, as in line with the heretofore 
largely unvoiced sentiments of the 
farmers. We are glad to know that 
this course has the approval not mere- 
ly of farmers but an increasing num- 
ber of congressmen. No one, however, 
has voiced the sentiments of the peo- 
ple on this subject so fully as the 
president himself, and evidently he 
intends to bring things to pass. The 
farmers of the entire country, without 
regard to politics, should sustain him 
in this course.

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POST CHECK CURRENCY. 


This is the season of the year when 
our readers realize the need of what 
is called post check currency. They 
wish to subscribe for newspapers, and 
if they had post check currency they 
would not be under the necessity of 
buying either draft, money order, ex- 
press order, or registering a letter. 
They could take out of their pockets 
a clean bill of the denomination of 
five, ten, twenty-five, and fifty cents, 
or one or two dollars, simply fill out 
the blank following after the words 
. 2 2a errr ror .” and 
another blank after “Pay to ........ 
sii diictha taki che * put a two-cent revenue 
stamp on it, and put it in the mail. 
If it were sent to Wallaces’ Farmer 
the business manager would fill out 
the blank under “Received payment” 
and deposit it in the bank. It would 
then go to Washington and be re- 
deemed by the issuance of another 
and similar bill. This money would 
be clean, no microbes on it, would 
be a very great convenience to the 
farmer, and would immensely increase 
the business of the postal department. 
Until thus used it would circulate as 
money. 

The average fee for money orders 
is 6.6 cents. The government pays 
out three cents, or nearly half of this, 
in commissions. If post checks were 
in use, each man would become his 
own clerk, fill in and stamp his own 
remittance. Under the provision of 
a bill allowing’ fourth-class _ post- 
masters to include the stamps on post 
checks exchanged at their office in 
their statement of account it would 
greatly increase the income of these 
emall offices, because of the much 
greater volume of mail remittances 
made possible by the more convenient 
method 

To show how great this saving 
would be to the government, we might 
sate that the aggregate amount of 
business in domestic money orders is 
nearly $°58,000,000, These are em- 
ployed not from choice but from neces- 
sity. The annual report of the post- 
master general shows that the amount 
of fees received amounts to $2,800,000, 
Oo. Which nearly $900,000 is paid to 
postmasters of third and fourith-class 
offices; and that the auditor estimates 
the loss to the department annually 
resulting from money order operations 
at $600,000. 

There is little prospect of getting 
this bill through at this session ol 
congress, for the reason that in addi- 
tion to the usual appropriations the 
entire time will be taken up with dis- 
cussions of the more important ques- 
tion of reform in freight rates. This, 
however, is one of the coming re- 
forms, and we refer to it now in order 
that the people may have it in mind 
and as opportunity offers press the 
matter upon the attention of their con- 
gressmen. 

The only objection to the bill comes 
from the postoffice department itself, 
and especially from Mr. Ellis H. Rob- 
erts, of the United States treasury.

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It will cause considerable change in 
the tiresome and ancient routine work 
in his office. A little stirring up in 
some of the offices down at Washing- 
ton would be quite an advantage on 
general principles, and therefore in- 
stead of being an objection it is an 
additional reason why this reform 
should be put through as rapidly as 
possible. 


SELECTING SEED POTATOES. 


In our interviews with potato grow- 
ers in Europe we found that they al- 


most universally planted what they 
call large seed, cutting only the very 
largest potatoes, planting the medium 
sized whole, and rejecting all small 
potatoes. We found that they planted 
never less than twenty bushels and 
sometimes as high as thirty or forty 
bushels per acre. 

The same question comes up in 
potato growing that arises in corn 
growing. Will a medium or small 
potato from a productive hill furnish 
more desirable seed than a _ large 
potato from an unproductive hill? In 
other words, does the same law pre- 
vail in the potato that seems to pre- 
vail in corn, that it is the charac- 
teristics of the parent which produced 
the seed that are likely to be _ per- 
petuated? What the potato grower 
wants is a large tonnage per acre. 
The question to be determined in 
selection is, what kind of potato will 
produce the largest amount of the 
largest weight of marketable product? 
Shall it be a potato plant that fur- 
nishes a few large potatoes or a great 
many medium sized but stili market- 
able potatoes? If this be true, as 
some of our scientific friends affirm, 
then it is not enough to select large 
seed potatoes for planting next spring. 
We will have to set aside a patch on 
which especially to grow potatoes for 
seed next year. We will have to study 
the individual characteristics of each 
plant as we do the corn during the 
period of growth. We will have to 
dig each hill by hand and select for 
our seed crop next year the potato 
plants which grow the largest amount 
of marketable seed. Every boy in 
digg ng potatoes has noticed the won- 
derful difference there is in the prod- 
uct of the different hills. Some have 
few potatoes and small; some have 
few and large; others perhaps three 
or four times as much valuable prod- 
uct as either of those mentioned. It 
is in this way that we will have to 
learn to grow our potatoes in the 
future if potato growing is to be profit- 
able on the farm. 


THE HESSIAN FLY IN NEBRASKA. 


A correspondent from Hamilton 
county, Nebraska, writes: 

“What would you say of wheat fields 
that are yellow from the work of the 
Hessian fly and where almost every 
straw is infected with a “flax seed?” 
Will it still make some wheat? And 
what of the fields that are green and 
seem all right? Will the fly kill them 
in the spring? This is the first year 
we have known the fly to be in this 
locality.” p 

We are sorry to say that our Ne- 
braska correspondent is not the only 
one in trouble. In a conversation with 
Professor Bruner a few days ago he 
informed us that his investigations 
already made satisfied him that the 
fly thus far has damaged the wheat 
crop of next year in Nebraska to the 
extent of five million bushels, to say 
nothing of the damage that may be 
done next spring by the spring crop 
of flies. 

Replying to our’ correspondent’s 
question, we would plan to plow up, 
and to plow rather deeply, all fields 
where every stalk is affected. It is 
useless to expect a crop from these 
fields, and the plowing under, if the 
plowing is tolerably deep, will destroy 
the “flax seeds,” which are to furnish 
the crop that will do the damage next 
spring. As to the fields which are 
still green, we would let them alone 
and take chances. If by the first of 
May it was evident that the fly would 
take them, then we would plow these 
under and put in corn and sorghum. 

As our readers know, we have been 
predicting this invasion of the fly in 
tne wheat fields of Kansas, Oklahoma, 
and Nebraska for two or three years. 
The Hessian fly began its work in 
Ohio three or four years ago and has 
gradually moved west, and it required 
no prophet to predict that it would 
reach the sections where wheat is 
grown largely. Fortunately, the para- 
sites, which, when the fly becomes 
abundant, lay their eggs in the “flax 
seeds” (in other words, the flies in 
their pupal condition), in turn wipe 
out the fly in two or three years.

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of crops; that is, decreasing the wheat 
acreage and increasing the acreage 
of other crops, late sowing, and keep- 
ing the land in first-class condition. 
While this will not entirely rid farm- 
ers of the pest, it will reduce the 
damage to the minimum. We urge 
our Nebraska readers to take this mat- 
ter into very serious consideration 
and to decrease their wheat acreage 
and increase their acreage ot other 
crops—corn, sorghum, early oats, or 
barley—until this visitation of the fly 
passes, as it will in a couple of years. 





WINTER SPREADING OF MANURE. 


A Page county, Iowa, correspondent 
asks if in our judgment it will pay 
to spread manure on clover and tim- 
othy that he expects to break up next 
spring, and wishes to know if it is 
best not to spread manure on the 
snow. 

We would get the manure out when- 
ever we could and spread it on clover 
and timothy whether there was snow 
on the ground or not. Cases may oc- 
cur in the extreme southern part of 
our territory where this would not be 
advisable, but in all Iowa and north 
we would not hesitate to spread 
manure on the snow. The cases in 
which there is some loss occur when 
manure is spread on frozen ground 
and a heavy drenching rain follows. 
This is unusual except in southern 
Missouri and Illinois. 

We do not say that there will be no 
loss even north, but we do say that 
the loss will be less than if it is 
allowed to remain around the barn 
exposed to the weather. This is par- 
ticularly true of horse manure, which 
is the easiest to handle in the winter. 
Keep a wagon or manure spreader 
where you can throw the manure from 
the stable right onto the wagon, and 
then when it is full or partially full 
get it out on the field, snow or no 
snow, whether the land is level or 
hillv. In this wav we think the mini- 
mum of loss will be incurred. 


LEGAL QUESTIONS. 


B. B. A. writes: 

“A died leaving a will which read 
in part as follows: ‘I leave all my 
property, both real and personal, to 
my wife during her life, and after 
her death what is left is to be equ- 
ally divided among her surviving heirs 
and their issue.” Does this give the 
grand-children of the deceased man 
equal rights with his legal heirs? And 
during the life of the wife of the de- 
ceased have the heirs a right to sell 
their interest in said estate or is 
such sale lawful? The case is like 
this: A and B are both heirs of the 
deceased. A sells to B for the lump 
sum of $450.00 in money payablein one 
year from date of the sale and with 
the balance of the purchase money 
B was to pay off a judgment and some 
notes against A. B did not pay the 
judgment or notes but B’s mother, 
the wife of the deceased man, paid 
the judgment and notes. B claims 
the property bought from A. B was 
to pay $450.00 in money one _ year 
from date of sale but did not pay 
this for four years after date of sale, 





The deal was all in oral contract. Is 
this sale lawful and binding in any 
way?” 

As to whether the grand-children 
have an equal right with the heirs 
is a matter of construction for a court 
to decide. We are of the opinion, how- 
ever, that the court would say that 
they have an equal right with the heirs 
in the absence of any evidence to 
the contrary. Any of the heirs may, 
during the life of the wife, sell his 
or her estate in the property, and 
when the wife dies, the sale will vest 
that heir’s interest in the one who 
bought his share. The sale, although 
it wag an oral one, was lawful and 
binding, as the purchase price has 
been received by A and he has no 
right to complain.

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nO CORN CONTEST THIS YEAR. 


We are receiving a large number 
of letters asking whether we will hold 
another corn contest this year. We 
nave decided definitely not to do so, 
and the object of this article is to ex- 
plain fully the reasons for reaching 
this conclusion. 

We had long been satisfied 
there was great necessity of more 
careful study of the possibilities of 
the corn plant. It is the priycipal 
crop in our territory and wide observa- 
tion through that territory convinced 
us that if the proper means were 
used, the quality and yield could be 
creatly increased. We had observed 
Professor Holden’s work in Illinois 
and the improvement that had been 
made by the corn breeders of that 
state; and when we ascertained that 
his services could be secured for the 
state of Iowa Wallaces’ Farmer was 
one of three to contribute two hun- 
dred dollars a year each towards his 
salary as professor of agronomy in 
the State Agricultural College of 
lowa, as long as it would be neces- 
sary. His work in two years so thor- 
oughly convinced the people of lowa 
of its value that it is no longer neces- 
sary for us to contribute. 

With the same object 
took up this corn contest. 
stitute work in the state of Illinois 
we noticed that where the boys and 
the farmers competed the boys with-

out exception made the best exhibit. 
It occurred to us, therefore, that we 
might set the boys over our whole 


territory to teaching their fathers by 


example how to grow corn, and not 
merely that. but open their eyes to 
toe wonderful opportunities for self- 


education afforded by a careful study 
and systematic growing of corn. 

We noticed also in our wark in 
lowa institutes the great lack of breed- 
ing in the corn and the lack of matur- 
ity in many sections. It occurred to 
us, therefore, that we could kill two 
birds with one stone by inaugurating 
these corn contests, supplying the 
boys where it was possible, as in two 
of the districts, with well bred seed 
corn of the type that we judged we 
best adapted to the environment, and 
making experimental work in the 
Northern District with types of pure 
bred corn which we thought might be 








adapted to that section, there being | 
in the entire Northern District no 


breeder of pure bred seed corn. 

We have in the main succeeded in 
our efforts. All over the southern and 
central types of corn have 
been sent out through Wallaces’ Farm- 
er, which, if properly developed, will 
meet the requirements of each differ- 


districts 


ent section, and furnish the seed corn 
in future years that will reach its 
fullest maturity in each section. In 


the Northern District we have not suc- 
ceeded well. In fact, we did not 
expect to, the work there being purely 
experimental. The seed we have sent 
into that district will, if properly 
handled, be valuable in the hands of 


so 
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competent breeders, and can in time 
be brought up to meet the require- 
ments in that section. 

Now that corn judging contests 
have been inaugurated in almost every 
county in the state, it is no longer 
necessary for Wallaces’ Farmer. to 
continue these contests. There is an 
impression in the minds of a good 
many people that this has been finan- 


cially a successful venture for the 
Farmer. Instead, it has cost us from 
five hundred to a thousand dollars 
over and above all traceable benefits 
that we have received. We don’t be- 
grudge the money spent, and we 
would be glad to do it again under 


similar circumstances, but we do not 
consider it any longer necessary, and 
we will now turn our attention to 
other movements which we may be 
able from time to time to inaugurate 
that will tend to benefit not only our 
readers, but their neighbors, and the 
farmers of the entire territory. 

We can not close this article with- 
out complimenting in the highest 
terms the boys who have helped us 
in this work, and at the same time 
very greatly helped themselves. Con- 
sidering the fact, that each boy had 
only the corn from a pint of seed 
from which to make his selections, 
instead of a whole field, as in some 
other contests, the boys have done re- 


markably well. They have justified 
the faith we had in them from the 
beginning. Given an even chance, 
they would grow and exhibit better 
corn than their fathers have ever 
been able to. We have abundant evi- 
dence that we have opened many a 
boy’s eyes to the possibilities there 
are in scientific farming, and have 
convinced the farmers who were not

We have been able to enlist paternal 
and maternal affection in the work of 
good farming and clear thinking.

It is easy to see that for the present 
at least, and most probably for many 
years to come, it gives Japan control 
over Russia on the Pacific ocean, and 
of the one port through which Russia 
can reach warm water. It can safely 
be prophesied that Japan will never 
surrender it again to Russia. Further 
than this, in all probability it shuts 
out Russia from the Pacific except on 
such terms as Japan will permit. The 
only way by which Russia can reach 
warm water is by swinging around and 
controlling Pekin, and even then she 
would be in the power of Japan as 
long as the latter holds Port Arthur. 
Russia is thus defeated in her plan 
which she has persistently followed 
for centuries. It will be a bitter pill 
to give up and endeavor to seek an 
outlet to warm water (that is, to an 
unfrozen port) either through the 
Mediterranean or through Persia, 
which in either case would involve a 
greater war than this. 

We may be mistaken, but it seems 
to us that the overwhelming force of 
world opinion will compel Russia to 


end the war on the best terms she 
can get—probably on the basis of re- 
turning Manchuria to China, the 
Japanese holding Port Arthur, giving 
Russia the use of her railroad, 
giving Japan full sway in Korea 


and equal rights for her citizens with 
those of Russia in Manchuria. 

If not, sooner or later she will find 
a revolution on her hands at home. 
No one can tell what the seriousness 
of that revolution might be. War with 
all its horrors is a great educator. 
The common people of Russia will not 
be in the future ds they have been 
before.

STEER FEEDING IN THE ARID 
REGION. 


The New Mexico Experiment Sta- 
tion in Bulletin No. 50 gives the re- 


sults of feeding several lots of steers 
on alfalfa hay, as compared with other 
feeds available in that latitude, which 
will be of interest to a large class o1 
our readers who are constantly study- 
ing steer feeding products. 

In the first test three lots of three 
steers each were fed for 192 days. 
One lot, fed alfalfa hay alone, made 
an average gain of 1.36 pounds per 
head per day. Another lot, fed alfalfa 
hay and shredded Kaffir corn stover, 
made a gain of 1.49 pounds. A third 
lot, fed alfalfa hay and shredded corn 
stover, 1.16 pounds. It required 17.82 
pounds of alfalfa hay alone to make 





a pound of gain; 15.23 pounds of 
alfalfa hay and Kaffir corn stover, and 
11.93 pounds of alfalfa hay and corn 
stover. 

These are splendid gains, and will 
give our readers in the corn states 
some conception of the competition 
they will have to meet from the coun- 
tries which grow alfalfa. 

The second test was made with four 
lots of eight steers each, covering 
seventy-six days. All the steers were 
fed alfalfa hay. Lot 1 received in 
addition a third of a ration of corn; 
Lot 2 a full ration of corn; and Lot 3 
wheat and bran in the proportion of 
three to one. The steers fed alfalfa 
and a limited corn ration gained 1.22 
pounds per day, while Lot 3, fed 
alfalfa and a mixed grain ration, 
gained 1.62 pounds per day. In the 
last lot 12.09 pounds of feed were re- 
quired to produce a pound of gain, 
and in the first 17.27 pounds. 

All this interests us, because we 
have been for years contending that 
farmers in the middle west were using 
entirely too much grain in feeding, 
and that better results would be had 
by feeding clover, and alfalfa where 
it can be grown, and cutting the corn 
ration down to about one-half, or not 
over fifteen pounds of corn or its 
equivalent in other concentrates per 
day. 
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WHAT IS THE MATTER WITH 
THE LAND? 


A Kansas correspondent writes us 
that four years ago he bought eighty 
acres of land which has been used 
for prairie hay meadow. He has 
broken up portions of it and has had 
it in cultivation for three years, part 
ot it being broken in May and part 
in September; but his crops have not 
been satisfactory. Whether he grows 
wheat, cane, or clover, they all take 
on the appearance of a starved calf, 
and he thinks that the land has been 
robbed by growing prairie hay. 

We do not agree with him in this. 
We think that for some reason he has 
not got his land in proper physical 
condition. As he is about to break up 
ten acres next year, we suggest that 
he break it about the first of June, 
kinking the furrows so as to dry out 
and kill the roots as quickly as possi- 
ble, and then backset it in the fall of 
the year and give it thorough cultiva- 
tion before sowing the crop. next 
spring. We do not see how land of 
that kind, if put in proper physical 
condition, can fail to produce a reason- 
ably good crop. A coating of manure 
would no doubt help it, as it helps 
any kind of land. There is no danger 
of getting too much humus in soils 
to grow corn or potatoes. He tells us 
that he gets enormous crops from 
land where there are several old stack 
bottoms. This should be a hint as to 
the method of dealing with this land 
in the future. Get it in good physical 
condition, then apply manure as often 
as possible. 





BLACKLEG IN CALVES. 


A correspondent from Tama county, 
Iowa, writes that he is feeding a lot 
of spring calves, intending to fit them 
for the June market. He wishes to 
know the best method of preventing 
blackleg. He writes that the calves 


have been vaccinated and show no 
signs of disease, but wishes to be 
on the safe side, and asks us if there 
is any virtue in copperas as a pre- 
ventive. 

Our correspondent, having been 
wise enough to vaccinate his calves, 
need not have any fear of blackleg if 
the vaccinating has been properly 
done. The discovery that vaccination 
is a preventive of blackleg is a great 
boon to the farmer. Heretofore farm- 
ers have been afraid to put their 
calves on full feed, lest when the 
month of March comes a number of 
the fattest and best of them should 
lie down and die. 

A great many of these calves come 
from the plains. No plainsman ever 
thinks of carrying his calves through 
on full feed or on partial feed without 
vaccination. If he does not vaccinate 
them, he is likely to lose from twenty 
to thirty per cent of his calves. 
There is much less danger with calves 
grown in the corn and grass belt, for 
the reason that rotation of crops and 
the better methods of farming in 
vogue and coming into vogue have 
freed the soils of these states from 
the germs of blackleg. It was quite 
otherwise twenty or thirty years ago, 
and the losses then were very heavy. 

Blackleg does not originate in the

system of the calf, but it is now 
pretty generally recognized by veteri- 
narians that it is a germ that finds 
entrance into the system through 
hooks, barb wire cuts, and other 
abrasions of the skin. It is also pretty 
well understod that some farms are 
entirely free from it, while on other 
farms that have been used for fifteen 
or twenty years for grazing grounds 
calves are liable to be affected. 

It costs very little to vaccinate, and 
as a precaution every farmer who is 
handling any considerable number of 
calves should have them vaccinated 
between this and spring. We have 
vaccinated some two hundred on one 
of our farms, and before this reaches 
our readers will have vaccinated forty 
or fifty on another farm. Don’t take 
any chances. Vaccinate, and then for- 
get about the danger of blackleg. We 
do not think feeding copperas to cat- 
tle advisable. 





CLOVER IN CORN. 

A Rutland, Iowa, correspondent 
writes: 

“Has it been proven by repeated 
trials and experiments that the sow- 
ing of clover in corn at the last culti- 
vation would be reasonably satisfac- 
tory? Would corn and clover each 
alternate year make a good rotation? 
I ask these questions because small 
grain growing is usually unprofitable 
as compared with either of the above 
named crops.” 

Were the “if” in the above elimi- 
nated, we could answer the question 
directly and say, “Yes.” There is, 
however, a very big if in this propo- 
sition. In years like 1902, 1903, and 
1904, where the rainfall was abundant 
and superabundant, it has been en- 
tirely practical to sow clover in the 
corn at the last cultivation, and secure 
quite as good a stand as can be ob- 
tained in any other way. Even if 
that clover were to be winter killed, 
it would be a paying proposition. 

We have given a good deal of at- 
tention to this subject for a number 
of years and have hesitated to advise 
it for the general farmer for three 
reasons: First, in many years at 
last, there is not enough moisture in 
the soil at the last cultivation of corn 
to secure a prompt germination of 
clover. - Clover, however, would grow, 
if it were put down deep enough to 





secure moisture. There is danger, 
however, that the dry seasons which 
often occur in July and August, where 
the plants by reason of lack of moist- 
ure have had a feeble growth, would 
kill them altogether, and then there 
would be a loss of the seed and the 
labor of sowing. 

The second reason why we have 
hesitated to recommend it to the ordi- 
nary farmer is because where land has 
considerable roll the snow is likely 
to blow off of the high places and give 
him a stand only in -part of tne field 
by the freezing out of the exposed 
part. And still further, the surface 
of the soil will usually be too rough 
to mow comfortably. These are the 
facts as we see them now. 

During the last three years Mr. 
Adams, of Odebolt, Iowa, has secured 
fine stands on a large acreage, and 
has adopted this, we believe, as his 
permanent method of maintaining the 
fertility of his land. As long as moist- 
ure is so abundant as it has been in 
the last three years this method is 
safe, provided you don’t want to mow 
your fields. The roughness of the 
land will not interfere with pastur- 
ing. Mr. Adams reduces this rough- 
ness to the minimum by level culti- 
vation the last time before sowing the 
seed, and smoothing it down. sstill 
further by using a Planet, Jr., culti- 
vator. In this way a man of mature 
years, and a deacon in good standing 
in the church, might be able to mow 
without too much internal profanity 
becoming external to any very serious 
extent. 





THE IOWA SHORT-COURSE. 


About 600 farmers, young and old, were 
regularly enrolled in the short course in 
corn and live stock judging which opened 
at the Iowa Agricultural College last 
week, and which closes Saturday. In 
addition to this large number of regu- 
larly entered students, hundreds of others 
attended one or two days at a time. No 
more enthusiastic lot of students ever at- 
tended any college. While there are quite 
a number of boys from sixteen to twenty 
years of age, the main attendance is com- 
posed of active farmers, and they are 
putting in even longer hours at school 
than in their home work. From early 
morning until late in the evening every- 
one is busy studying corn and live stock. 
The evenings are spent in listening to 
lectures from members of the college fac- 
ulty and prominent people identified with 
agricultural work. The college people 
have the work well organized and are 
handling the large crowd splendidly. The 
value of these short courses is not meas- 
ured so much by what is learned while 
attending (although the knowledge thus 





gained is worth millions to the state), as 
by the incentive given to study and in- 
vestigation after returning home.

SORGHUM BAGASSE_ ENSILAGE. 


A Linn county, Iowa, subscriber 
writes: 

“I write to ask what you know of 
the feeding qualities of crushed cane 
after the juice has been extracted for 
making molasses and it is run into 
silo and fed as ensilage.” 

Sorghum from which the juice has 
been pressed out, or bagasse, as it 
has been called, contains less than 
half of one per cent of digestible pro- 
tein and about seven per cent digest- 
ible carbohydrates and fat, or a total 
of less than eight pounds of digestible 
nutrients to each hundred pounds of 
sorghum bagasse. These figures are 
for the wet bagassee, containing about 
83 per cent water, and consequently 
represent its approximate value in the 
form of ensilage. Ensilage made from 
sorghum from which the syrup has 
not been prcssed contains in 100 
pounds 77 pounds water, six-tenths of 
a pound digestible protein, 14.9 
pounds digestible carbohydrates, and 
two-tenths of a pound of fat. Corn 
ensilage contains about 80 per cent 
water, .7 per cent digestible protein, 
11.3 per cent digestible carbohydrates, 
and .7 per cent fat. From these fig- 
ures our correspondent can determine 
whether it will pay him to put the 
bagasse in the silo. 





THE YEAR’S CROP. 


The United States Department of 
Agriculture has issued the final crop 
report of the year with the following 
results: 

The yield of corn is estimated at 
2,467,480,934 bushels, with an average 
farm value of 44.1 cents per bushel, 
or a total value of $1,087,461,440. The 
farm values vary with location, the 
highest being 84 cents, in Rhode 
Island; 81 cents, in Maine; and over 
70 cents in the rest of the New Eng- 
land states. In the middle _ states, 
such as Pennsylvania, Maryland, and 
Virginia, it ranges from 49 to 52 cents; 
in the southern states from 56 cents, 
in Mississippi, to 75 cents, in Florida. 
In Indiana it is put at 41 cents, in 
Illinois at 39, in Wisconsin at 46, in 
Iowa at 33 cents. 

Iowa is credited with an acreage of 


9,295,683 acres, an average of 32.6 
bushels per acre, and a total farm 
value of a trifle over $100,000,000. 


Illinois is given an acreage of 9,428,- 
320 acres, an average yield of 36.5 
bushels, and a total value of $134,- 
212,135. Maine is credited with the 
highest yield per acre. 39.7 bushels, 
but the acreage is a little less than 
13,000 acres. Connectictu follows at 
38.9 bushels, with 54,000 acres. One 
would think that farmers who grow 
crops that size at the price given in 
those states ought to make some 
money. 

The acreage of winter wheat is put 
at 26,865,855 and the average yield at 
12.4 bushels, a total yield of 332,935,- 
346 bushels, at a total farm value of 
$325,611,373. Iowa has but 55,944 
acres, an average yield of 15.6 bushels, 
with an average price of 90 cents. 
Illinois has 1,561,045 acres, an aver- 
age yield of 13.8, with an average 
price of $1.01. Kansas has nearly 
5,000,000 acres, a yield of 12.3 bushels 
per acre, at a farm price of 89 cents 
per bushel. The highest yield per 
acre is, as might be expected, out in 
Washington, 28.1 bushels, followed by 
Idaho with 22.3 bushels, and Oregon 
with 21.4 bushels. The acreage, how- 
ever, in these states is surprisingly 
small—Idaho, 155,000 acres; Wash- 
ington, 521,000; Oregon, 402,000. The 
prices in these states run at 80 to 81 
cents per bushel. Of the Mississippi 
valley states Wisconsin has the high- 
est yield, 17.7 bushels, followed by 
Iowa, with 15.6 bushels. 

The acreage of spring wheat is esti- 
mated at 77,209,020 acres, an average 
yield of 12.8 bushels, a total yield of 
about 220,000,000, at a price of 84.2 
cents, a total value of $184,878,501. 
The Iowa spring wheat crop is put at 
11.4 bushels per acre. In _ spring 
wheat, as in corn, the highest yields 
are in states that do not grow very 
much, Utah heading the list, with 26.6 
bushels per acre, followed by Nevada, 
with 26.2; Arizona, with 25.5; Ver- 
mont, 25.1; Idaho, 23.6; and Maine, 
23.3. The total yield of winter and 
spring wheat combined is 551,399,517 
bushels” with a total value of 
$518,489,874. 

The acreage of oats is put at 
27,842,669 acres, average yield per 
acre 32.1 bushels, total production 
894,595,552 bushels, price per bushel 
$1.3 cents. 

The acreage of barley is put at 
5.145.878, with an average yield of 
2(.2 bushels and a total yield of 139,- 
748,958, at a price of 42 cents. 

The acreage of flax is put at 
2,263,565 acres, the average yield per

Ut this acreage 1,978,404 acres are in 
the three states of North and South 
Dakota and Minnesota, North Dakota 
alone griwing a little more than half 
the acrevge. The acreage in lowa is 
65,037 acres, and the average yield 
10.8 bushels per acre. The highest 
yield, however, is in California, 12.5 
bushels, followed by Wisconsin, with 
12.2 bushels; Oregon and Oklahoma, 
each 12 bushels. 

These are the principal crops in 
which our readers are especially in- 
terested. However, our readers have 
heard a good deal about the rice crop 
of the south, and it may interest them 


to know that the total acreage is 
662,006 acres, with a _ total yield 
of 21,096,038 bushels, of which 
more than half is grown in 


Louisiana and more than one-third in 
Texas. In fact, the growing of rice 
outside of the prairie belt of Louisiana 
and Texas amounts to very little, and 
will no doubt be less in years to come. 





SPRING PLOWING FOR SOD. 


.A subscriber writes that he has a 
patch of timothy and clover sod that 
he missed getting plowed this fall, and 
wishes to know if he can grow as good 
corn if he plows early next spring, or 
whether we would advise him to let 
it alone for another year. 

We would not hesitate to plow in 
the spring. In the southern section 
of our territory we think spring plow- 
ing is to be preferred. In Iowa and 
north we prefer fall plowing; but 
there is no reason why he should not 
get excellent corn from plowing next 
spring. It may take more work to get 
the seed bed properly prepared, and 
he may have to plant a little later on 
account of danger from cut worms. 
Otherwise, whether a man plows in 
the spring or fall is largely a matter 
of convenience. 





HAY FROM WILD BARLEY. 


A correspondent asks if we have 
heard of any complaint by feeding hay 
with wild barley in it to live stock. 
He states that there is a great deal 
of wild barley in that locality, and 
while he has not heard of any damage 
so far, he would be glad to hear if 
there has been any trouble from feed- 
ing it elsewhere. 

We have not heard any complaint 
so far this year. There is more danger 
from feeding horses than any other 
kind of live stock. There is nothing 
poisonous in wild barley, but the awns 
are likely to get in the horses’ mouths 
and make them sore. While there is 
no nutritive value in wild barley or 
squirrel-tail worth mentioning, it is 
much safer than wild rye, for the 
reason that the wild rye is very likely 
to ergotize; that is, to have long black 
grains in it, and this occurs at the 
time when farmers are putting up 
their hay. We shall no doubt hear 
complaints along this line before 
spring. Farmers will write us that 
the hoofs of the cattle are dropping 





off, and will wish to know whether it 


is. It will be found to be simply ergo- 
tism and affecting the extremities: the 
tail, the lips, the feet. We have warn- 
ed farmers about this every year for 
the last ten years and issue a warning 
once more: Don’t feed hay from wild 
rye in which these long, slender, black 
grains are found. The natural grain 
is long and dark brown, but the ergo- 
tized grain is twice as'long and a 
darker color. It can very easily be 
distinguished.

WALLACES’ FARMER: 


NO POOLING. 


According to the Washington corre- 
spondent of the New York Herald, 
“President Roosevelt has definitely 
and finally refused to have the propo- 
sition to legalize pooling, which has 
been urged by Mr. Morton, the secre- 
tary of the navy, involved in any way 
with his suggestion to have the inter- 
state commerce commission em- 
powered to establish rates. He de- 
sires to have the scheme to increase 
the powers of the commission rest by 
itself, and he will have nothing to do 
with the railway campaign to have 
congress authorize the pooling ol 
traffic.” 

In this, as in almost everything 
else, President Roosevelt’s head is 
entirely level. Almost any congress- 
man who is opposed to the proposition 
which the president has stated in his 
message, and upon which the produc- 
ing classes are united, would be glad 
to change front if by so doing their 
friends, the railroads, can secure what 
they have been fighting for for fifteen 
years—the legalized pooling of 
freights. There may come a time 
when the producers will have to 
assent to pooling, but it will be after 
every other scheme for correcting the 


evils under which they complain has 
been tried and found wanting. A\l- 


though we are not ready yet for gov- 
ernment ownership, we believe gov- 
ernment ownership would be better 
tnan pooling. 

Some new 


subscriber may ask what 


is meant by the word “pooling.” 
There are various kinds of pools. 
There are traffic pools and money 


pools. A number of railroads at a 
competing point, in order to suppress 
competition, meet together and agree 
as to the percentage of freight and 
passenger business, especially freight, 
to which each one is entitled. If one 
of them carries more, it has to do so 
so at its own expense. Ancther pool 
is the money pool, in which the pro- 
ceeds from these different sources are 
divided among the railroads on a basis 
upon which they may agree. 

Suppose now, that pooling is legal- 
ized. There would be no further in- 
centive for the railroads to improve 
the service. A gentleman from Pitts- 


burg, quite familiar with conditions 
there, was in the office the other day 
telling us of the different reception 
that the buyer gets in the steel trust 
offices as compared with the treat- 
ment received in the same oflices 
when Mr. Carnegie was running 
things. In those good old days the 
buyer was received with the greatest 
cordiality, every employe was on the 
jump, showing the kind of goods he 


had and presenting them in the most 


attractive way. But under the trust 
vou have to hunt up some fellow to 
show you the goods. You have to 
work your way in buying from the 
trust. It would be exactly the same 
way with the _ railroads. Knowing 


that all the traffic they ever get must 
come to them anyway, and that the 
percentage that they are to receive 
either of traffic or money is already 
fixed, there would be no inducement 
to give quicker service, or to improve 
the cars whether freight or passenger. 
In fact, the motive for improvement 
would be entirely eliminated, and if 
the shippers didn’t like it they would 
be told as our mothers used to tell 
us: “If you don’t like it, you can 
lump it.” 

There is no business in which there 
is much keener competition than that 
of agricultural newspapers. Suppose 
now, that the agricultural newspapers 
should pool their earnings and divide 
on an agreed percentage, as the rail- 


roads want to do. ‘What kind of 
agricultural papers would you have? 
‘here would be no incentive to im- 


prove the reading matter or the paper 
or the press work, and agricultural 
progress would be arrested so far as 
it depended on the agricultural news- 
papers. Whenever the incentive for 
human effort is taken away, so lazy 
are we by nature, that we simply sit 
down and take things easy. We all 
need the whip and the spur, and the 
railroads need them quite as much as 
the rest of us poor mortals. 

We hope the president will stand 
to his guns. He has the people be- 
hind him, and he can make it mighty 
uncomfortable for members of con- 
gress who insist on injecting the pool- 
ing proposition into the present re- 
form. We don’t wonder that Secre- 
tary Morton is in favor of pooling. 
His whole life has been spent in the 
railroad service, and it is impossible 
for him to help looking at it from 
the railroad man’s’ standpoint. In 
this respect he is precisely like the 
judge who is promoted to the benck 
from the office of railroad attorney. 
None of us can ever entirely overcome 
the bias of early education and train- 
ing, and it is too much to expect

Secretary Morton, as good and honest 
aman as he is, to get over it and be 
an entirely trustworthy adviser to the 
president. 

People insist and will continue to 
insist that some person outside of the 
men who own and control these great 
systems shall have something to say 
as to the equal -rights which every 
citizen should have on the great high- 
ways of the nation. It may be neces- 
sary to enlarge the commission. It 
may be necessary to change some- 
what the personnel of the commis- 
sion, but there must be some body 
of men acting under law of congress 
to say that a rate is unjust, what rate 
would be just, that rate to be effective 
from the time of its publication, sub- 


ject to reversal by the court 
when it is found to be un- 
just. This is the minimum of the 
people’s requirements; and members 


of congress who have railroad affilia- 
tions must not be allowed, under pre- 
tence of giving us something better, 


to drag in this old pooling proposi- 
tion. 

The argument which the railroad 
men make, that there sould be a 
limit to low rates as well as to high 
rates, and in which there is some 
justice, does not require pooling. If 
one railroad at a competing point 


makes a cut rate which will not fur- 
nish a reasonable return for the actual 
capital invested in this road, it should 
be brought by the other roads before 
the commission and compelled to 
prove that this low rate is just and 
reasonable. If it is found to be un- 
reasonably low, the commission 
should have the same power to raise 
it that they have to lower a rate that 
is unreasonably high.

’ FARMER 


FIXTURES AS BETWEEN LAND- 
LORD AND TENANT, VENDOR 
AND VENDEE. 


It too often happens that in buying 
and selling, or in leasing and renting 
real property acrimonious disputes 
arise between the parties as to whom 
belong certain articles of personalty 
affixed to the land or _. buildings 
thereon. When one is interested in 
the transfer of real estate it is im- 
portant that he know what goes with 
the land—what he may take away in 
case he sells or rents, or what he 
may insist upon the other leaving if 
he buys or leases; and this is by no 
means an easy question to answer. 


The most difficult questions which 
arise in this connection relate to fix- 
tures. Fixtures are defined to be per- 
sonal chattels annexed to the real 


estate, and which may not be severed 
or removed by the party who annexed 
them without the consent of the owner 
of the real estate. 

The difficulty is in determining 
whether any given thing is to be re- 
garded as a fixture or as a movable 
chattel. If the former it goes with 
the land, under the, general rule that 
a conveyance of land, which contains 
no exception or reservation, includes 
not only the earth, but everything at- 
tached to it, whether by nature, as 
herbage, trees, etc., or artificially, as 
buildings, fences, etc. 

The controlling consideration in de- 
termining whether or not _ personal 
property is a part of the real estate 
is whether or not it was the intention 
of the party making the annexation to 
make it a permanent part of the real 
estate, and the fact of physical at- 
tachment, that is, whether its removal 
would materially injure the real prop- 
erty, is of importance only as it is 
evidence of that intention, each case 
depending largely upon its own facts. 
We will first consider the subject in 
relation to vendor and vendee, and 
secondly as to landlord and tenant. 

Of course, all buildings of whatever 
nature standing upon the land, go with 
the land, unless reserved in the deed, 
and the same is true of fences and 
other’ such improvements. Rails cut 
from timber growing on the land, and 
which are piled up on the land, are 
no part of the real estate and do not 
go with the land; but rails laid into 
a fence become a part of the real 
estate and go with it, even though 
there are no stakes fastening the 
fence to the ground; and it seems that 
fencing materials on a farm which 
have been used there for a fence but 
are temporarily detached, are still a 
part of the real estate. Here the ele- 
ment of intention appears; for if the 
fence was torn down with no inten- 
tion of using the materials again for 
a like purpose they would undoubtedly 
cease to be fixtures, and removable at 
the option of the outgoing party. 
Trees which have been blown or cut 
down, and which lie where they fell, 


go with the land, but not after they 
are cut into wood and corded up for 
sale. All manure made in the ordi- 


nary way upon a farm goes with the 


land. Farm implements are, of course, 
mere personal property, but a large 


kettle incased in brick and mortar for 
cooking food for hogs was held to go 
with the land, and the same rule 


would doubtless apply to pumps and 


all other such machines and imple- 
ments as are attached to the realty 
for use in that way. All stone and 


minerals upon the land, whether lying 
loose or not, belong to the land, and 
so do stones quarried for use on the 
land, but not if quarried for use else- 
where. 

The rules above laid down do not 
apply so strictly to a tenant upon leav- 
ing the premises at the end of his 
term as to the owner who sells the 
premises. In other words, the tenant 
is allowed to take many things which 
he has attached to the property which 
the vendor would not be permitted to 
take. And if the property is rented 
when sold, the tenant may take the 
same things after the sale as before, 
but if he takes such things as would 


have passed to the vendee had the 
vendor been in possession, the vendee 
may recover their value from the 
vendor, if he gave a warranty deed. 

When the tenant’s term has ex- 
pired and he is about to leave the 
premises he may remove and take 


with him everything the owner might 
take after selling the premises. And 
he may even take more, for the law 


Laws of Interest to Farmers 


S A Series of Articles Prepared Especially for Wallaces’ Farmer on Laws of 
Especial Interest to Farmers and Land Owners 
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is more favorable to an outgoing ten- 
ant than to an outgoing vendor. In 
general, the tenant may sever and re- 
move al! fixtures by him erected upon 
or attached to the premises for the 
purpose of ornament, provided the re- 
moval can be made without serious 
injury to the premises. But the re- 
moval must be made while the tenant 
is in possession as such. He can not, 
as a matter of right, re-enter the prem- 
ises after his lease has expired, for 
the purpose of removing such fixtures. 
But the time for removal may, of 
course, be extended by agreement. 
And where the tenancy is uncertain 
as to duration, as when it depends 
upon a contingency, such as the life 
or will of some person, and it is termi- 
nated suddenly, the law allows a 
reasonable time for the removal of 
fixtures, as well as of the tenant’s 
family and goods. The question of 
the removability of fixtures arises 
most frequently in relation to build- 
ings erected by the tenant on the 
leased premises. The general rule is 
that buildings erected upon blocks or 
upon the surface of the ground may 
be removed, but that buildings erected 
upon permanent foundations which 
penetrate the earth can not be re- 
moved. But the rule is not easy of 
practical application, and the wise ten- 
ant will not expend much money in 
the erection of buildings without an 
agreement with his landlord that they 
may be removed at the end of his 
term, unless the landlord will pay 
reasonable .value for them. 

Of course, materials wrought into 
the premises by way of repair can 
not be removed. Neither can trees 
or perennial shrubs planted on the 
place for fruit or ornament; but house 
plants, set temporarily in the soil, 
and nursery stock raised for market, 
are subject to removal. 

Thus the classes of fixtures remov- 
able by the tenant may be contained 
in three heads, (1) trade fixtures, (2) 
agricultural fixtures, and (3) fixtures 
for domestic use and convenience, 
Among the fixtures erected for the 
purposes of trade by the tenant, and 
which are held to be removable by 
him, are the following, viz., vats and 
coppers of a soap boiler, cider mills 
and presses, fire engines erected in a 
colliery, kettles in distilleries, store 
fixtures, etc. Nursery trees are 
among the agricultural fixtures, and 
stove and gas fixtures, and other arti- 
cles erected and attached to the house 
by the tenant are included in the class 
for his domestic use and convenience. 
All these may be removed. 

If the tenant desires to exercise the 
right to remove fixtures he must do 
so during his tenancy, or at least while 
he is in possession or holding over. 
If the owner has entered and resumed 
possession, the tenant’s right is gone, 
and the fixtures become the property 
of the landlord. So, also, if, at the 
expiration of his term, the tenant ac- 
cepts a new lease, in which there is 
no reservation of the right to remove 
the fixtures erected under the first 
lease, the tenant’s rights in the fix- 
tures are lost.

A HELP IN MATING. 


The criticisms and remarks on the 
prize winning birds at St. Louis as 
given by many of the poultry publica- 
tions can not fail to assist the breeder 
who studies the reports carefully in 
making up his breeding pens. In the 
Barred Rock class we find there were 
415 birds, and hot competition. Mere 
trifles turned the scale in favor of 
some of the birds that carried off the 
blue ribbons. To many a farmer a 
chicken is just a chicken. To please 
his wife or daughter he has sent for 
a couple of settings of high priced 
eggs, and is proud of the handsome 
birds raised from them. He will prob- 
ably have half a dozen cockerels from 
these eggs, and they all look alike to 
him. Ask his judgment as to the best 
male to use as a breeder and he will 
probably choose the largest, but set 
him to reading the criticisms of 
Barred Rocks at St. Louis and he will 
see another side to the mating ques- 
tion; that mere size is not all. He 
will note that the best birds are uni- 
form in color when he reads of a fifth 
prize winner: “His weakest section 
is color of neck being too light for the 
rest of the body, and not as good in 
parallel barring as other birds in 
class.” And he is apt to put the 
proper value on barring when he reads 
of the first prize hen: “Tail not quite 
developed, but showing good barring, 
parallel in main tail feathers.” Then, 
if he has opportunity, he will probably 
take up his chickens of both sexes 
and study them section by section be- 
fore giving his opinion as to how they 
should be mated, in time taking the 
same interest in mating them for best 
results that an artist takes in mixing 
his paints. 

But however well the birds may 
have been described it is impossible 
to picture in words a living fowl. 
Realizing this, many of the poultry 
publications have come out with ex- 
cellent pictures of the prize winners. 
This is of great help to the amateur 
breeder who wishes to mate his pens 
to the best advantage. With pictures 
of specimens typical of the variety he 
is breeding, remarks as to the good 
or bad qualities of the bird, spread out 
before him, and his living birds at 
hand, he should certainly be able to 
make the best of his available ma- 
terials. When it comes to the pens 
he may be confused by remembering 
“that prize winners are often not prize 
breeders, but as the difference in the 
two is mostly a matter of color, he 
ean use his illustrations of prize win- 
ning pens as a guide to shape. He 
should note the shape of breast, width 
of back, modelling of shoulders, the 
symmetry and harmony of the differ- 
ent sections, carriage and conditions 
of the birds. Special attention should 
be paid to procuring breeders typical 
of their breed and variety. The breed- 
er of a Wyandotte cockerel of which 
it was said “He is entirely too long 
for a Wyandotte and would show bet- 
ter in the Plymouth Rock class with 
a single comb, in fact compares favor- 
ably in length with the winners in 
that class,” has not the correct idea 
of the typical Wyandotte shape. How- 
ever, as they are bred sometimes, 
more than one breeder would find it 
would puzzle him to put the right head 
on the right body if some of the White 
Wyandottes and White mocks were 
decapitated. Here is where the illus- 
trated standard will help us out. We 
can understand the picture, and with 
it as an ideal to work toward we 
will breed specimens more typical of 
the variety.

That there was some doctoring with 
the birds shown at St. Louis becomes 
apparent as we read the reports of 


the show. In describing prize winners 
we find of a third prize: “Middle 
seration in center of comb having ap- 
parently been taken out.” Of a sec- 
ond prize: “Six-point comb, showing 
plainly that one serration had been 
removed near the center.” Of another 
second: “Comb not the best, but as 
nature made it without any altera- 
tions.” Of a fourth prize: “Back of 
comb shows signs of alteration or in- 
jury.” Of a fourth prize: “The owner 
was either careless or very honest, 
as he left a flecked main tail feather 
that showed on the surface, and sec- 
ondaries showed considerable cream.”

much surprised to see several Michi- 
gan breeders making their first bow 
in the show room at the World’s Fair. 
How these breeders ever dreamed that 
they would get a place is more than 
we can explain.” To which Mr. Robin- 
son, of Farm Poultry, replies: ‘“Pos- 
sibly if Mr. Barnes had noticed some 
of the advertising for poultry entries 
sent out by the World’s Fair manage- 
ment he would have no difficulty in 
understanding what induced ‘green’ 
exhibitors to send their money and 
tueir birds to St. Louis. There was 
one circular letter telling how often 
.t happened that fowls exhibited at 
big shows by farmers won over the 
birds of fanciers, and urging farmers 
to exhibit and take a chance at the 
big money prizes, the glory, etc.” 
* * * 

It occurs to us that possibly one of 
the reasons farmers’ birds did not 
take many prizes at the World’s Fair 
was because the farmers were either 
too honest or too ignorant of the tricks 
of the trade to fix them up. One 
breeder of fancy poultry, who has won 
prizes at all the large poultry shows, 
speaking of a high scoring bird, said: 
“T am not saying that that hen was 
not all right, and that she did not 
honestly deserve all she got, but no 
one knows whether she had black 
feathers, ticking, stubs, and other 
faults which might have disqualified 
her if she had not been in the hands 
of a man who knew how to fix her 
up. Nine times out of ten condition 
counts more in the show room than 
any other point—it is more than half. 
Chickens are like all fancy cattle— 
you have to dress them for the show 
no matter how well bred they are.” 

* * a 

A Canadian breeder when asked by 
a fellow exhibitor how he managed to 
get his chickens so tame and place 
them in the show in such good condi- 
tion, replied: “It is just the differ- 
ence between being in the business 
for the money there is in it and being 
in it for the love of it. I love the 
birds, and the money follows.” 

* hd * 

There is constant lament from some 
source over the farmers’ indifference 
to the poultry business. Picking up 
one of the recent papers we_ read: 
“When we consider the natural ad- 
vantages which the farmers have over 
the fanciers, it seems incredible that 
so few farmers make the most of their 
poultry opportunities. The city and 
village fanciers have everything to 
contend with while the farmers ap- 
parently have every thing in their 
favor except their own indifference to 
the poultry business.” The next paper 
remarks: “Did you know that the 
farmers’ wives today are paying the 
grocery bills and clothing the family 
from the egg money?” For the major- 
ity of tarmers there is more money in 
the egg business, in market poultry, 
than in showing fancy stock.

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OUR WEEKLY MARKET LETTER. 


Chicago, January 9.—The fact that the 
assessment on live stock in some of the 
states takes effect on the first of January 
resulted in hurrying many *cattle to mar- 
ket, with the inevitable disastrous result, 
and while shippers saved the tax, they 
lost on the whole by the transaction. The 
plan is much like that of bringing in 
stock during conventions or stock shows 
in order to save railroad fare. In both 
cases it usually results unsatisfactorily 
to the shipper. Minnesota has been mar- 
keting some prime draft horses, and the 
fact is brought out that during the past 
half a dozen years Minnesota has been 
buying many prime imported stallion 
draft horses, which have been used with 
extremely satisfactory results, as _ is 
shown by the fine horses marketed from 
that northern state. The northern farm- 
ers and stockmen are not asleep, but are 
coming boldly to ‘the front in various 
ways, and the South Dakota cattle breed-

ers are going to meet 
Mitchell during the first three days of 
next month. In conjunction with the 


meeting a big sale of pure bred cattle is 
peing planned. This is the second meet- 
ing of the breeders of the state at 
Mitchell. Reports from other sections of 
the country go to show that the big feed- 
ers of cattle are stocking sp! more freely 
than the small feeders, the latter lacking 
faith in the future of the cattle industry. 
In Kansas some of the farmers are feed- 
ing alfalfa with corn, with good results, 
while other stockmen are feeding oil meal 
with corn, also with highly flattering re- 
sults. No matter how the cattle are fed, 
the one important thing is to see that 
they are thoroughly fattened. The same 
holds equally true of all other live stock, 
whether hogs or sheep. Business on the 
Board of Trade is active, with wheat at- 
tracting the most attention and showing 
most of the time more firmness than 
corn, the latter being a bumper crop, 
while wheat is a small crop and one of 
inferior quality. General business is 
moving along smoothly, with bright pros- 
pects for the future, and plenty of money 
is offered by the banks and other financial 
institutions at 4 to 5 per cent. The brief 
of the government in the case of Swift 
& Co. versus the United States has been 
presented to the Supreme Court of the 
United States. Among other things, At- 
torney General Moody says: ‘That there 
is a conspiracy to control the market of 
the nation for fresh meats, that it does 
control it and that its control is merciless 
and oppressive, are facts known of all 
men. The broad question here is: Does 
the government’s petition, with its state- 
ment of facts standing unchallenged, dis- 
cover that conspiracy to the lower court? 
We submit that it does, and that the 
decree of the civil court should in all 
things be affirmed.”’ 

Cattle were marketed decidedly more 
freely during New Year’s week than dur- 


ing Christmas week, the receipts being 
very unevenly distributed, with 33,558 
head marketed on Monday. Naturally, 


there was a slump in prices on Monday, 
with a recovery in values two days later, 
for the Wednesday run was as small as 
that of Monday was large. The great 
searcity of choice cattle was the most 
striking feature of the business, and buy- 
ers were unable to obtain as many prime 


lots as they wanted. Steers sold during 
the week all the way from $2.70 up to 
$6.00, with a large share of the sales at 


3.75 to $5.40, with exporters good buyers 
once more. In fact, the export demand 
has been the strongest feature of _ the 
cattle market of late, and the packers 
have done all they could to weaken the 
market. Good cattle sold at $4.80 to $5.40, 
with choice heeves above this range, and 
medium grades selling between $4.90 and 


$4.80. Cows and heifers sold at $1.00 to 
$5.00, hulls at $1.50 to $4.00, calves at 
$2.00 to $7.19, and milk cows at $15 to 
$45 per head. Only very moderate ani- 
mation has been shown in the stocker 
and feeder trade, with sales on a basis 
of $1.50 to $4.25, and few sales above 
$3.75 Greatly exaggerated reports re- 
garding cattle prices are being sent out 


the evident object being 
to encourage farmers to hurry their cat- 
tle to market. The best bid for fancy 
eattle—a kind not offered last week—was 
$6.15, and not a steer sold above $6.00. 
Hogs were marketed much more freely 
last week than a week earlier, trad- 
ing was lively, but the packers managed 
without any great trouble to force some 
breaks in prices. The average weight of

the hogs has been running the lightest 
seen at any time since last spring, as 
many farmers prefer to get rid of their 
hogs and to sell their corn rather than 
to take anv chances of the future hog 
market. Fat hogs of extremely heavy 
weights continue in the strongest de- 


mand, and these droves are commanding 
the best prices. with medium weight 
butcher lots selling the next hest and 
light weight hogs the lowest. There are 
no indications that hogs are going to 
sell higher in the near future, but it 
seems not improbable that after the big 


receipts are over both provisions and 
hogs will sell at advanced figures. Hogs 
lave heen selling at lower prices than 


those of a year ago, while the hog prod- 
ucts, such as pork, ribs and lard, are 
selling at a good advance over last vear's 
prices The Chicago stocks of provisions 
#s shown on the first dav of January in- 
dicate an increase of 44,000,000 pounds 


of meat and lard during the month of 
December, but there are less meats and 
more lard in stock than one vear ago, 
with the totals of products slightly lower 
than a vear ago. At the close of the 
week hogs sold at $4.20 to $4.72%. the

sheep sold at $2.50 to $5.60, extremely 
few going below $3.00, with rams selling 
at $2.00 to $3.75. Exporters are contract- 
ing for all the sheep they are able to 
obtain for delivery some weeks later at 
extremely high prices. This is a time 
when the men who prepare mutton for 
the market are virtually the dictators of 
prices. Wool is also selling extremely 
well, there being a serious shortage. 
Horses were marketed in about normal 
volume last week after a week of Christ- 
mas dullness, during which time both 
offerings and demand were very small. 
The eastern demand has shown marked 
improvement, the largest calls being for 
drafters, expressers, and chunks. Some 
prime drafters from Minnesota attracted 
much favorable comment, and it was 
evident that some farmers in that state 
are breeding some horses that they have 
reason to be proud of. Many first-class 
stallions of the draft type have been 
shipped into that state during the last 
five years, and great strides have been 
made in breeding up the horses of that 
state. Drivers have been in good de- 
mand, but very few choice animals were 
offered, and but a small percentage of 
the horses sold above $200. Drafters 
have been in excellent demand for east- 
ern shipment, with a scarcity of horses 
good enough to sell at $200. Farm 
chunks sold fairly, with not many selling 
at high prices, as such were scarce. 
Mules were in slow demand at the prices 
so long paid. Ww. 


Clay, Robinson & Co. write: ‘‘The're- 
ceipts of 61,000 cattle this week exceed 
those of the previous week by about 
10,000, and had they been well distributed 
it is quite probable that prices would 
have held steady. However, the number 
received on Monday was 33,558, or more 
than half the week’s supply, and was 
entirely too large to suit the demand. 
Prices dropped anywhere from 15 cents 
to 40 cents on that day, but have since 
been slowly regaining the loss until at 


the present time values are perhaps a 
shade higher than at last week’s close. 
The remarkable’ scarcity of finished 


beeves has continued to be a feature of 
the trade and anything choice would not 


fail to meet with a strong demand at 
this time, as exporters complain that 
they can not buy enough rrime steers 


to fill their orders. The bulk of the com- 
mon kinds find only fair movement and 
buyers are always bearish on that class. 
Present indications point to a continued 
liberal supply of medium steers for the 
next sixty days and persons intending to 
ship anything of that description should 
do so at once. On the other hand, own- 
ers of good cattle that can be finished 
with six or eight weeks’ feeding would 
do well to hold them for that length of 
time. All kinds of butcher stock, except- 
ing canners, are 15 cents higher, and 
meeting with a better demand. Canners 
are still a drug on the market and hard 


to dispose of. The stocker and feeder 
market has gained some strength and 
prices are 10 cents to 15 cents better 
than a week 


ago. 
of 179.000 hogs during the 
about 125,000 in excess of the 
previous week's supp!'. and prices were 
fairly well sustained under this large 
increase. While most values are 10 cents 
to 15 cents lower than last week's close, 
tne decrease may be charged largely to 
the poorer quality and lighter weight of 
the offerings. All buyers are looking for 
prime heavy weights and willingly pay 
a premium to secure that class. Trade 
has exhibited considerable activity § all 
week and only arrivals on late trains 
have had to be held over. While there 
is not much likelihood that prices will 
advance a great deal in the near future, 
vet feeders will probablv profit by fin- 
ishing their hogs before marketing, 
owing to the margin between the _fin- 
ished and unfinished classes. On today’s 
market the bulk of the good hogs sold 
at $4.50 to $4.65, with several loads of 
prime heavy at $4.79. 

“Receipts of sheep for the week were 
67,000, as compared with 53.000 last 
week and 80,000 the corresponding time 
a year ago. Trade exhibited strength at 
all times and prices gradually advanced 
on all choice kinds of fat sheep and 
lambs. Lamb values again reached and 
finally passed the high point of the sea- 
son. Our sale on Wednesday of seventyv- 
two head of 98-pound natives for C. E. 
Robinson, Chester, Minnesota, at $7.50, 
was the first time that price was _ ob- 
tained, but it was later reached by both 
natives and fed westerns. Sheep values 
showed a little weakness during the lat- 
ter part of the week, although fancy 
yearlings still sell up to $6.50 and prime 
wethers at $5.50. With only medium sup- 
plies of mutton in sight there is everv

WALLACES’ FARMER 


EFFECT OF PLOWING UPON SOIL 
TEMPERATURE. 
To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

“Corn is the seavenger crop of the 
saying, especially 
where the ground by 
freezing deep during winter remains 
cold until late spring. It therely gives 
the imperfect under- 

causes which enable 
crop to thrive upon a spring 
sod or stubble, while almost 
crop under like conditions 
is usually seen to suffer more or less. 
Obviously the true cause is due to 
the generating of artificial heat during 
the fermenting process which pre- 
cedes the decomposition of the freshly 
plowed sod or other coarse vegetable 
matter. During the process of evolu- 
tion which the corn plant is under- 
going there is every reason for ex- 
pecting that strains of varieties will 
be produced which will no longer de- 
rive any benefit from such artificial 
heat and even may be injured by it 
just as wheat, potatoes, sugar beets, 
or other northern crops are at the 
present time. Meanwhile the question 
of fall plowing or of spring plowing, 
when to do it and how to do it, must 
largely remain a question as to how 
it will affect the temperature of the 
soil when the following crop is plant- 
ed. By keeping this in mind, the 
farmer who is merely doing this work 
now when he has the most time to 
spare will be able to discover that he 
has frequently sustained a heavy loss 
when he thus employed his spare time, 
and a still heavier loss when he failed 
to hire extra labor during seasons 
when he had no spare time of his 
own. 3v bearing in mind that the 
decomposition of sod or other coarse 
vegetable matter will take place only 
in the presence of heat and moisture, 
he will also know that during ordinary 
seasons and by different methods of 
plowing he can regulate the tempera- 
ture of the soil to quite an extent by 
either hastening or retarding de- 
composition. Thus, turning the sod 
over as flat as possible while spring 
plowing will maintain artificial heat 
for a longer period, because heat and 
moisture coming less effectively in 
contact with the sod, decomposition 
will be slower, and for corn this would 
be the correct method and the proper 
time for plowing. On the other hand, 
if the sod is expected to be decom- 
posed in time for spring planting, it 
is evident that early fall plowing is 
the proper time and that the sod must 
be left on edges in a nearly upright 
position in order to absorb more heat 
and moisture. It can not well be ex- 
pected that sod or stubble turned over 
flat will decompose before spring even 
if plowed during early fall, nor very 
much when properly plowed too late 
in the fall or if an unusual dry spell 
should prevail during late fall. Best 
results with different crops are only 
obtainable with different methods of 
plowing at different times of the year. 

Failure to understand these simple 
facts, and fall plowing by turning the 
sod over flat merely for the purpose 
of covering more ground in a day, 
lead to the’erroneous belief that sum- 
mer fallowing must be resorted to for 
obtaining proper results. 

Summer fallowing is nearest kin to 
moon __— planting. Both owe their 
origin to the same parentage and both 
are productive of equally questionable 
results. The best which can be said 
of summer fallowing is that it is a 
legacy from the Jews, who, according 
to the Bible, practiced it once in 
seven years. That the practice is too 
expensive for any purpose is evident 
from the fact that the Jews, who are 
known to have a keen eye to business, 
have not only abandoned it centuries 
ago, but even quit farming since they 
saw their imitators going from bad 
to worse. How the same crop may 
be affected in varying degrees by a 
corresponding difference in soil tem- 
perature as influenced by plowing un- 
der various conditions, may be ex- 
emplified by an experiment with pota- 
toes made in 1903 by the Maine Ex- 
periment Station, though this conclu- 
sion is not recorded by the bulletin, 
the experiment having merely been 
made for the purpose of studying the 
effect of certain spraying mixtures. 
Two plots, of one and four acres, re- 
spectively, had been used, the soil of 
both plots being of the same char- 
acter, and both plots having been fer- 
tilized alike at planting time. The 
one-acre plot had been a sod, and the 
four-acre plot had been in corn, both 
plots having been plowed during the 
preceding fall. In regard to the one- 
acre plot, the bulletin states: “Be- 
cause of the unusual dryness of April 
and May the turf was not as well 
rotted and broken up as usual or de- 
sirable.” Twelve varieties of potatoes

these being the Green Mountain 
variety, and this variety was used ex- 
clusively for the four-acre plot. In 
regard to the one-acre plot, the bulle- 
tin states: “The stand was imper- 
fect, * * * ranging from almost 
no stand to two-thirds of a stand,” the 
second best stand, or 61 per cent, be- 
ing that of the Green Mountain 
variety. “The stand on the four-acre 
plot,” says the bulletin,, “was fairly 
uniform over the whole field and for 
the season a very good one, about 80 
per cent of a perfect stand.” The 
only comment on the poor stand is 
that which the bulletin makes in re- 
gard to the one-acre plot, stating that 
“the very poor stand was occasioned 
largely by the exceptionally dry May 
and June,” and that “In land with 
proper moisture content the number 
of cuttings that grew would have been 
much greater.” That the good stand 
of 80 per cent was secured in spite 
of the exceptionally dry May and June 
would seem to make it safe to con- 
clude, however, that the poor stand of 
61 per cent was occasioned largely 
by the greater amount of heat 
erated by the imperfectly decomposed 
sod, and that the one-acre plot during 
that season would have been well 
adapted for corn, but was not for 
potatoes.

IMPACTION OF THE STOMACH. 


A Livermore, Iowa, subscriber 
writes: 

“Having lost four calves from im- 
paction of the stomach, I would be 
very grateful for some information on 
the subject. The first one I lost was 
a spring calf. She had been grazing 
on a second crop of clover, which 
was dead and dry. On opening the 
calf we found its stomach packed hard 
and very dry. This calf had a chance 
to drink in the morning and evening. 
We then kept the calves from the 
clover and had no more trouble until 
about two weeks ago, when we began 
to feed the calves hay with lots of 
clover in it. Previous to this time 
the calves had timothy hay. After 
feeding the clover for a few days one 
of the spring calves and also a Sep- 
tember calf died. We called in a 
veterinarian and he called the trouble 
“impaction of the stomach,” and said 
he thought the clover caused it. The 
September calf got about ten quarts 
of sweet skim-milk each day and all 
the hay he could eat. He was in a 
bunch of four calves that got two gal- 
lons of shelled corn a day. The 
spring calf got all the hay he would 
eat and was in a bunch of three calves 
to which two gallons of shelled corn 
was given each day. The calves were 
all in good condition and were turned 
into a yard in the day time where they 
could get a drink any time. I would 
be glad to have you advise me if my 
method of feeding would be likely to 
cause impaction, and also how to 
avoid the trouble in the future.” 

Replying to your subscriber will say 
that the feeding of clover hay and 
corn to should not cause 
trouble unless more is eaten than the 
animal can remasticate. The death of 
the calves was probably due to the 
fact that they ate very hearty of the 
hay, which, together with the whole 
corn, so filled the paunch that remasti- 
cation of the contents was not accom- 
plished, and consequently the organ 
became completely filled—impacted— 
and sickness and death followed 

The trouble can be avoided by limit- 
ing the amount of clover and feeding 
with ground feed instead of whole 
corn. A little salt added to the feed

COTTON SEED MEAL FOR 
STEERS. 


A Decatur county, Iowa, subscriber 


writes: 

“IT am just starting a bunch of 
steers on feed. They are high grade 
Short-horns and weigh at the present 
time 1,075 pounds and will be three 
years old in the spring. What I 
want to know is, can I feed cotton 
seed meal at a profit at $24.50 per ton, 
corn 40c per bushel; for roughness I 
have good headed hay, shock corn 
and good oats straw. After the first 
of March I can feed good clover hay. 
I want these steers to go some time 
in May. I have been feeding cattle 
on a small scale for the past twelve 
years, but have always fed corn alone. 
This has not proved satisfactory the 
last two years.” 

Our correspondent is referred to 
answers of several other correspond- 
ents in our issues of last week. If 
he could have plenty of good clover 
hay for roughness, we doubt whether 
it will pay him to feed much cotton 
seed meal with the corn, but as he 
will not have clover hay until March 
Ist, it would probably pay to feed 
from two to three pounds of cotton 
seed meal with the roughness men- 
tioned. It can be reduced § slightly 
when he has the clover hay. 





A BALANCE FOR SILAGE. 


An Iowa correspondent writes: 

“Any information you can give 
through Wallaces’ Farmer would be 
very much appreciated, and especially 
if we can have the information before 
we build our silo next summer. With 
this information we could much more 
easily determine what silage we might 
need in the future.” 

Silage made from old corn or from 
corn and sorghum is highly cabona- 
ceous, and should be balanced by al- 
buminous or nitrogenous feeds. The 
silo does not change the nutriments 
that are in the corn plant. It simply 
preserves them from decay. The bal- 
ance you should use depends on the 
kind of stock you are feeding. 

If you have plenty of clover hay or 
alfalfa, you do not need any balance 
for the dairy cow, nor do you need a 
balance for the growing steer or young 
stock of any kind. If they can get 
all the good silage made from corn 
or sorghum tairly well eared or seed- 
ed and well matured, and all the good 
clover hay they want, they will do 
splendidly. However, if you have tim- 
othy hay then you need to feed bran 
or gluten feed or oil meal to furnish 
the proper amount of flesh formers. 
The same could be said if you are 
feeding young stock of any kind. 

When we put up our silo, which we 
hope will be next year, we intend also 
to provide as a balance all the clover 
hay we can get. Failing in this, we 
will have to buy protein in some form 
to balance up the ration. In case, 
however, we are finishing steers for 
the market, we will need much less 
clover hay; and inasmuch as silage 
is too bulky for the steer for the last 
six or seven weeks, we would feed 
only enough of it to furnish part of 
the roughness and use corn or corn 
and oil meal for concentrates. 

Our correspondent will, therefore, 
see that his question does not permit 
of a definite answer for all kinds of 
stock. Bear in mind that silage is 
composed of the same constituents 
as corn and corn fodder, and requires 
the same balance that they require. 





RAISING VEAL ON SKIM MILK. 


A correspondent writes us that he 
has three calves three weeks old which 
he intends to feed for two or three 
weeks longer and then kill for veal. 
He has been feeding them each a 
quart of fresh milk, two quarts of 
skim milk, two quarts timothy hay 
tea and one pint middlings twice a day. 
The calves are not doing well, have 
the scours and he wants to know how 
to remedy it. We do not. believe that 
you can grow a first-class veal up to 
six weeks on the diet that these re- 
ceive. A calf up to 30 days old does 
not have a grain stomach and hence 
cannot be expected to digest middlings 
or corn meal to any very great advan- 
tage. The right way to make a veal 
calf is nature’s .way, giving it whole 
milk sweet and warm, until it is sleek 
and fat and then sell it. Where not 
intended for veal the proper way to 
feed is to give them whole milk, sweet

SORGHUM FOR SOWS. 


A Rock county, Wisconsin, 
writes: 

“I raise and feed sorghum to my 
hogs. Last spring I thought my sows 
were very short in their milk yield. 
We think the sorghum was the cause 
of it. Would clover hay be better 
for winter and spring feed for brood 
sows? I feed city garbage cooked 
with steam, winter and summer and 
raised heavy hogs for their ages.” 

Whether the sorghum had an injuri- 
ous effect on the milk yield of the 
sows we are not able to say. It would 
depend somewhat upon the character 
of the other feed they received at 
the same time. As between sorghum 
and clover hay, however, the latter is 
very much more valuable for brood 
sows, because it contains the feed they 
most need, both while carrying the 
pigs and while suckling them. It 
should be remembered that sorghum

to sanction any rebate or favoritism 
or discrimination in any way, manner 
or shape, either directly or indirectly 
in favor of or against any person, com- 
pany or corporation; make it a mis- 
demeanor for any person, company or 
corporation to ask or receive any re- 
bate or favoritism, either directly or 
indirectly, from any _ transportation 
company, and you have gone a long 
ways toward solving the trust problem.

WALLACES’ FARMER 


RUSTED WHEAT FOR SEED. 


Many farmers of North Dakota and 
of western Minesota are in doubt as 
to what they should do to procure 


seed wheat for next season. Every 
farmer ought to study this seed ques- 
tion because it means much to him 
and to the state as a whole. Rust has 
shriveled the grain in many parts of 
the state, but one need not fear to 
use wheat which has grown in a 
rust infected crop provided the grain 
is not too much shrunken and is not 
otherwise injured by moisture or other 
conditions injurious to seed grain. Rust 
does not atack the crop by way of 
the seed as smut does. It depends 
upon the weather and soil conditions 
and upon the wind borne red spores 
which are carried from plant to plant 
and from field to field during the 
growing season. 

Shriveled Seed—There are, however, 
localities in which the rust attack was 
so severe that most wheat is badly 
shriveled. The question is: Is such 
grain fit for seed? If one has a 
wheat of good pedigree, a fine yielder, 
he certainly ought to use some of 
it for seed regardless of how badly 
it was attacked by rust, for rust does 
not come every year and the farmer 
cannot afford to lose a fine strain of 
wheat. As in breeding cattle, pedi- 
gree in wheat means more than all 
else. My experiments, however, have, 
year after year, taught that lightweight 
grains of wheat which are shriveled 
or shrunken, cannot produce as much 
grain as heavy, plump, normally form- 
ed ones of the same pedigree. But, 
it may be necessary for many farmers 
to sow lightweight wheat next spring. 
Before giving any argument or pro- 
cesses for making use of such seed 
let me here impress the thought that 
it is of the utmost importance to use 
the plumpest, best colored seed wheat 
available. It pays. It does not pay 
to turn farming into guessing contests 
or gambling operations with nature. 

Germination of Lightweight Wheat 
from a Rusted Crop.—Bright colored, 
otherwise uninjured, lightweight wheat 
from a rusted germ germinates freely 
under good soil conditions; and, if 
the average weight of the grains of a 
sample are above one-half the normal 
weight of sound wheat, will probably 
produce a stand when the usual 
amount of seed is used per acre. Such 
seeds produce thin stalked narrow 
leaved plants with weak vitality and 
slight powers of stooling. The large 
number of grains per bushel may in 
part make up for the loss in living 
and stooling powers. Plants from 
lightweight grains are always liable to 
die if the soil happens to be either 
poorly drained, heavy and cold, or 
very droughty just following the germ- 
ination date. 

Some Rusted Wheat Which Should 
not Be Used For Seed.—There are, per- 
haps, few farmers, even in the heav- 
iest rust districts, who have failed to 
raise enough heavy wheat for seed pur- 
poses. If there are no full weight 
grains in the crop, I can hardly recom- 
mend its general use for seed, because 
it shows that there was no rust resis- 
tant wheat in that field and because 
it will be hard to screen out enough 


heavy grains to insure a stand of 
strong plants If lightweight rusted 
wheat has been subjected to much 


wet, has been heated or weathered, it 
ought not to be used for seed. Shriv- 
eled rusty wheat never properly ma- 
tured. It easily becomes soft and, 
in the presence of moisture, loses its 
growth power much sooner than plump, 
hard wheat. Every farmer who doubts 
that his seed grain wil germinate and 


make a good strong growth ought to 
try some of it in a box of earth at 


once or in some simple germinator 
such as a deep plate or dish filled with 
moist sand. Try some sound mature 
wheat with it as a check on the trial. 

Changing Seed Wheat.—Our experi- 
ments have also proved that it does 
not pay to continually change seed 
wheat. A farmer cannot breed up a 
good pedigree of strong yielding wheat 
unless he keeps his seed from year 
to year and continually improves it 
by cleaning and grading. If the grain 
from a rusty crop has a bright wheat 
color, is not soft or musty and one 
can screen out some good wheat of 
ordinary weight, there are strong rea- 
sons for using it for seed. I can 
give no hard fixed rule as to weight, 
but recommend that grains which are 
to be used for seed purposes should 
at least be of three-fourths the normal 
size and weight. 

The Survival of the Strong.—Dar- 
win put forth the idea that plants and 
animals vary in nature, that no indiv- 
idual is ever like its parent, and that

ent from either of its parents, that 
is, new characters. He founded his 
great idea of the origin of species up- 
on these propositions, explaining that 
those plants and animals are on the 
earth today which happens to possess 
qualities or body and habits of life 
which fit them to resist the harsh con- 
ditions of nature with which they come 
into contact. This is the doctrine of 
the survival of the fittest. Experi- 
ments at this station prove that the 
survival principle works well in breed- 
ing farm crops and show that it will 
be easy for our farmers to help the 
process along in growing wheat and 
other crops. I have found that it has 
special bearing upon the methods 
which should be pursued to escape 
the action of diseases which attack 
farm crops. It is found that one can 
breed plants which take disease easily 
and types which resist disease, indeed, 
ones which are entirely immune to 
the attack of such diseases as wilt 
in flax and rust in wheat. 

How Immune Plants Are Obtained.— 
We have obtained these first resistant 
and immune plants in a short time by 
promoting the greatest possible devel- 
opment of the particular diseases 
which we wish to study. We place the 
plants we wish to test under all of 
the disease conditions of the soil, air 
and water that we can help nature 


produce then save the seeds from 
those plants for future trial under 
similar conditions year after year. 


This is a new method in experimental 
work and has given astonishing re- 
sults with the flax plants both with 
reference to rust and wilt. Though 
the experiments have not run as long 
a time, we have even more successful 
results with potato blight, wheat rust 
and wheat smut. We now know that 
we are on the right track to procure 
resistant and immune varieties. The 
processes are simple and every farmer 
can take part in the work. 

What do These Experiments and Ob- 
servations Teach?—Much which is a 
great worth to wheat growers: (1) 
That the methods of grading and se- 
lecting farm seeds heretofore recom- 
mended and in use by most able farm- 
ers are along correct lines and should 
be followed rigidly; because’ these 
grading processes not only tend to 
save the naturally big yielders but to 
discard the weak and non-disease re- 
sisting strains of grain; (2) It teaches 
that, when a farmer removes a light- 
weight shriveled grain either by fan- 
ning or screening he removes from 
the seed a grain which came from a 
weak, sick plant or from one which 
could not produce a _ good, plump 
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grain under the conditions in which 
his crop grew; (3) That the farmer 
ought not to continually change his 
type of seed grain but should breed 
up a strong strain to fit his own local 
conditions. To do this, he should 
grade out all of the lightweight, im- 
perfectly. shaped grains and save the 
plump perfect ones. These last grew 
on plants which could resist trouble, 
plants which were strong and resistant 
of disease and hard conditions of soil 
and weather. 

Wheat from a Rusty Crop.—aAll this 
applies very directly to the question of 
using seed from the present rusty crop. 
Because of the reasons just given, I 
recommend that the farmers in the 
rust infected districts procure’ the 
seed for next year from their own 
crop if it is possible to screen out 
enough heavy grain for that purpose. 
If one-third of the grains are heavy- 
weights, most farmers will be able 
to do this by a little extra work with 
the fanning mill. Remember that this 
is a good year to sort out a good vig- 
orous strain of seed wheat; for the 
rust shriveled the grains of all the 
plants which could not resist rust, 
and hard weather and soil conditions. 
Clean out the light stuff. 

A Good Year to Purify the Durum 
Wheats.—I also call attention to the 
fact that there are several varieties of 
durum wheat being grown in this state 
and that while most durum wheats 
are more resistant to rust than the 
ordinary wheats, some of them rust 
very badly and are of less value than 
others. This is an ideal chance to 
purify the durum seed. Good rust re- 
sistant durum is plump as in ordinary 
years. Where it is mixed with poorer 
types of durum and has an admixture 
of the ordinary soft wheats, the soft 
wheats and weak durums are badly 
shriveled and therefore can be easily 
removed by use of the fanning mill 
or seed grader. Don’t forget it. It 
will pay you to purify the durum.— 
Bulletin North Dakota Agricultural 
College.

(Notes on the Sabbath School Les- 


gon for January 22, 1904—John, 
9:1-11.) 
“And the third day there was a 


marriage in Caaa of Galilee; and the 
mother of Jesus was there. (2) And 
poth Jesus was bidden, and his dis- 
ciples, to the marriage. (3) And when 
the wine failed, the mother of Jesus 
saith unto him, ‘They have no wine.’ 
(4) Jesus saith unto her, ‘Woman, 
what have I to do with thee? Mine 
nour is not yet come.’ (5) His mother 
saith unto the servants, “Whatsoever 
he saith unto you, do it.” (6) And 
there were set there six water pots 
of stone, after the manner of the 
purifying of the Jews, containing two 
or three firkins apiece. (7) Jesus 
saith unto them, ‘Fill the waterpots 
with water.’ And they filled them up 
to the brim. (8) And he saith unto 
them, ‘Draw out now and bear unto 
the ruler of the feast.’ And they bare 
it. (9) When the ruler of the feast 
had tasted the water that was now 
pecome wine, and knew not whence 
it was (but the servants which drew 
the water knew), the ruler of the feast 
called the bridegroom, (10) and saith 
unto him, ‘Every man at the begin- 
ning doth set forth good wine; and 
when men have drunk freely, then 
that which is worse; but thou hast 
kept the good wine until now.’ (11) 
This beginning of signs did Jesus in 
Cana of Galilee, and manifested forth 
his glory; and his disciples believed 
on him.” 

Verse eleven of the lesson states 
that this is the beginning of the won- 
derful works wrought by Jesus of 
Nazareth, variously called “signs, 
marvels, miracles, mighty works, won- 
derful works,” and, more _ briefly, 
“works,” meaning manifestations of 
power beyond what men regarded as 
the operation of natural law. The 
miracle was wrought at Cana of Gal- 
ijlee, which, according to the best au- 
thorities, was about twenty miles from 
Bethabara, where John was baptising. 

It was quite fitting that this begin- 
ning, this first “sign,’ (to translate 
properly the Greek word), was given 
ata wedding. It serves to emphasize 
the marked difference between’ the 
preaching of John and that of Jesus. 
John preached reform in the outward 
life. Jesus preached this, and more, 
namely, the reform of the outward life 
growing out of a new nature, and 
which could be received by faith in 
himself as the manifestation of the 
invisible God. John sought to order 
the lives of men aright, Christ to win 
their affections and renew their 
hearts. John announced the coming 
of Christ. Jesus preached as a man 
among men, mixing freely with all 
grades of human society, to demon- 
He Himself was the sin-

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less, perfect one, and leading His dis- 
ciples gradually to the conviction that 
He was truly man and much more 
than man. The wedding, therefore, 
was the proper place to begin His 
ministry and manifest His glory. 
The Jews attached a great deal 
more importance to the marriage cer- 
emony than we do. According to the 
Mosaic law the newly married man 
was exempt from military service for 
a year. Many of the Jewish teachers 
of the time believed that marriage 
carried with it the forgiveness of sins. 
It was regarded almost as a sacrament. 
The Old Testament writers had often 
symbolized the relation of Jehovah to 
Israel under the form of a marriage, 
and regarded the bridal pair on the 
day of their wedding as a symbol of 
this union. The rabbis of the day 
fancied and taught that the Almighty 
Himself: spoke the blessing on the 
marriage in the Garden of Eden, that 
the archangels Michael and Gabriel 
acted as groomsmen, and that the 
angelic choir sang the wedding hymn. 
So important was the marriage at the 
time of Christ that everything had to 
give way to the marriage procession. 
Every person who met it was expected 


to turn and join it for a short dis- 
tance. Even a funeral had to give 


way to the marriage procession. All 
who met it were expected to say pleas- 
ant things about the bride. 


The betrothal came first and the 
marriage was expected to follow in- 
side of a year. This betrothal was 


no private affair, but public, with wit- 
nesses, the bridegroom giving’ the 
bride a piece of money or a letter ex- 
plicitly stating that he had taken her 
for better or for worse, and this be- 
trothal or engagement could not be 
broken except in a legal way. If a 
man died, his betrothed bride had her 


legal rights in his estate. This was 
all witnessed by a legal document, 
and usually followed by a_= good 
supper. 


On the evening at the close of the 
marriage festivities at the home of 
the bride she was led to the home of 
her husband, preceded by a band of 
singers who distributed gifts to the 
children along the road. Then came 
the bride with the “friends of the 
bridegroom” and the “children of 
the bride chamber,” or the guests in- 
vited by the family of the bride, all 
carrying lamps or _ torches. Then 
came another formal legal document, 
in which the husband promises to 
“honor, keep, and care for his bride 
as became a man of Israel” (almost, 
it will be noticed, the very words of 
our own marriage service). Then he 
must pay two hundred zuz (about 
twenty-seven dollars, equivalent to 
four or five hundred dollars of our 
money), and twice as much if he 
marry a priest’s daughter, and must 
add to it fifty per cent of the dowry 
that the bride’s father put into the 
common fund, and invest it on the 
security of his entire property (a very 
good method of life insurance). Then, 
after the washing of the hands, the 
marriage supper began with a cup of 
wine and a solemn prayer of bridal 
benediction over it. At the close of 
these festivities, which might last a 
day or several days, the friends of 
both parties conducted the pair to the 
bridal chamber. 

It was on such an occasion as this, 
and probably one of unusual import- 
ance, that our Saviour began His 
public ministry. At the last day of 
the feast, perhaps, Mary took Jesus 
to one side and with the feeling of 
solicitude which an intimate friend of 
the family would naturally have when 
it was discovered that the wine was 
running low, to the painful embarrass- 
ment of the young couple, said to Him, 
“They have no wine.” There was evi- 


dently an intimation in this that He 
might possibly do something to re- 
lieve the embarrassment. He had 


thus far wrought no miracles or won- 
ders, but His mother, knowing all her 
boy’s history, doubtless believed that 
He could. His answer seems to us of 
these days just a little rough: 
“Woman, what have I to do with 
thee? Mine hour is not yet come.” 
There is not, however, the slightest 
disrepect in the term “woman.” It is 
the same word He used in the hour of 
His agony on the cross, when He com- 


mended her to the care of the be- 
loved disciple, “Woman, behold thy 
son.” There is manifestly in the 


words “what have I to do with thee?” 
the drawing of ‘a line between Him 
and her, as there was at Jerusalem 
when He was twelve years old and 
said to her, “Wist ye not that I must 





be about my father’s business?” We 
may be permitted to give what we 
take to be the real meaning of the 
question “What have I to do witn 
thee?” in the following: “My dear 
mother, I must be the judge of what 
to do, and when. You and I look at 
this matter from entirely different 
standpoints. The time for me to do 
is not yet come.” 

That Mary understood it fully and 
knew that her request would be grant- 
ed in fact if not in form is evident 
from her instructions to the servants, 
who might not else have recognized 
His-authority. Mary seems to have 
been quite an influential person at 
this wedding, for she passes out to 
the servants and says, “Whatsoever 
he saith unto you, do it.” She seems 
to have had a position of unusual 
prominence, and probably one or 
other of the parties were close friends 
or perhaps relatives. 

The time to act came when the wine 
was entirely gone and the bottles 
rinsed out, so that there could be no 
mistake as to the reality of the 
miracle. He did not wish to work a 
miracle as His mother suggested, sim- 
ply to supply them with wine, but, as 
verse eleven teaches us, in order that 
His disciples, newly called, might the 


more fully believe on Him. In other 
words, it was to confirm their faith 
and not merely to supply wine, that 


the miracle was wrought. 

There was in this, as in every other 
well ordered Jewish home, a number 
of vessels capable of holding a sup- 
ply of water sufficient for the numer- 
ous washings of hands, face, and espe- 
cially feet, required by a cleanly peo- 
ple in a warm climate where sandals 
were invariably worn; in this case 
probably about three barrels in all. 
Jesus said to the servants, “Fill the 
waterpots with water.” He did not 
tell them to fill them up to the brim, 
but they did it. He then directed 
them to draw out and take to the 
governor or ruler of the feast, whose 
business it was, among other things, 
to taste and pronounce upon the qual- 
ity of the wine. Knowing nothing 
about its origin, this functionary com- 
plimented the bridegroom on his de- 
parture from the usual custom of serv- 
ing the best wine first, in that he 
had kept the best till the last. “‘Every 
man at the beginning doth set forth 
good wine, and when men have drunk 
freely (not “when they have become 
drunk’) then that which is worse; but 
thou hast kept the good wine until 
now.” 

This miracle, or, as John calls it, 
“sign,” has been the subject of much 
ecavil, and from two sources—from 
those who do not believe in the super- 
natural at all, and from those who 
think it incredible and improbable 
that the Saviour of men would create 





by a miracle a beverage which has 
wrought such ruin in the world. 
In reference to the first class it 


must be said that in general they do 
not seem to understand the true 
meaning of a miracle. A miracle, 
sign, or wonder is never a violation 
of natural law. Natural laws are 
God’s laws, being the immediate man- 
ifestation of the Divine will, regular 
in their manifestations in order that 
men may know how to conform them- 
selves to these laws. Christ after- 
wards said, “My father worketh hith- 
erto and I work.” Paul in’ the same 
spirit says, “Upholding all things by 
the word of his power.” That is, the 
laws of nature are simply expressions 
of the Divine will. Miracles are there- 
fore the manifestation at rare in- 
tervals of the same power in a dif- 
ferent way, for a great moral pur- 
pose. 

There are other’ analogies’ in 
nature. Water by the law of gravita- 
tion uniformly seeks the center. By 
the law of capillarity, as the oil rises 
in the lamp wick or water rises in the 
soil, this law of gravitation is appar- 
ently suspended and overcome. The 
life principle of the plant lifts the dry 
matter in the cornstalk or in the tree 
apparently in defiance of the law of 
gravitation, and sustains it there as 
long as the life lasts. The human arm 
unsupported falls to the ground. Will 
power, the power given by the Divine 
Being to every man, raises it in de- 
fiance of the laws governing the mat- 
ter in the arm. By pure will power 
many men are alive today who would 
have succumbed to disease long ago 
if they had not had a great object for 
which to tive. The higher laws of 
mind can partially overrule the lower 
laws of matter. 

In this miracle, for example, Christ 
did in a day what usually requires 
one or more years through the work- 
ings of the laws of nature, so-called, 
in the soil, and in the vine. “The 
conscious world saw its God and 
blushed.” If Jesus was indeed the 
Son of God and if He came to show

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men how to live and carry out the 
purpose of their lives, what more nat- 
ural thing than that He should show 
it at a wedding? If He was indeed 
more than man, what more natural 
thing that that He should introduce 
this higher power into the world that 
He had made? 

As to the second objection, it by 
no means follows that the wine at 
either the beginning or the end of the 
.east was intoxicating. The Hebrews 
had two words for wine, one meaning 
sweet wine (“must,” as we call it), 
unfermented grape juice, and the 
other fermented or intoxicating wine. 
The Greeks had but one word for 
both sweet and fermented. The Jews 
were not a nation of teetotalers. 
Total abstinence was practiced by in- 
dividuals and by associations and 
societies, such as the Nazarites and 
Rechabites, which had be in exist- 
ence since the time of Moses. Drunk- 
enness was condemned, and _ the 
drunkard had no standing in society, 
but in one form and another the peo- 
ple apparently used the juice of the 
grape, for which the hills and valleys 
of Palestine were famous. And the 
whole life of Jesus was one of con- 
formity to the customs of the people 
in so far as they were innocent. We 
can very well understand that Jesus 
would never have tolerated by His 
presence for a single moment any 
manifestation of intemperance or 
drunkenness at a wedding feast or 
anywhere else. Distilled liquors with 
all their capacity for evil were appar- 
ently unknown in those days.

THE SHORT-HORN MILKING COW. 


Mr. W. H. Fleharty, of Mercer 
county, Illinois, sends us the follow- 
ing testimony of Mr. F. W. Hodson, 
chief of the Live Stock Bureau of the 
Canada Department of Agriculture, as 
to the value of the milking Short-horn 
in the Province of Ontario: 

“Ontario live stock interests are 
progressive and _ prosperous. With 
such excellent local and foreign mar- 
| kets available and land selling at high 
| prices, it is natural that the dairy in- 
| terest should assume importance, but 
| the Ontario farmer is fully alive to 

the profit to be derived from beef pro- 

duction and the necessity for carrying 

a dual purpose cow. We find that the 
Short-horn fills this function and it is 
|} rapidly displacing the special dairy 
| breeds. The direct result of this will 
} 





be a large number of steer calves and 
cows available for export beef annu- 
ally. The culls of our special dairy 
herds are as worthless as the calves, 
but with Short-horns beef becomes a 
profitable feature of farm operations. 
In bacon production, Ontario is rapid- 
ly rivaling Denmark, although per- 
sistence in using lard type hogs dam- 


ages our trade and costs our hog 
growers large sums annually. We 


have determined that the Yorkshire is 
the best bacon hog, but ignoring this 
fact cost our hog growers more than 
half a million dollars last year. I do 


not look for any material increase in 
wool and mutton production in On- 
tario, but there will be an annual in- 


crease in the volume of high grade 
beef marketed.” 

Mr. Fleharty then 
testimony, as follows: 

“My cows have Brown Swiss, Hol- 
stein, and Short-horn blood. I am 
very positive that I make more clear 
money on them than anyone else in 
this neighborhood. The calves are 
taken off at three days old and fed 
on warm milk from the _ separator, 
with shelled corn and oats. I took 
your advice and dropped the oil meal, 
and since then I have had no scours. 
At from six to seven months old they 
are worth from fifteen to twenty dol- 
lars per head, and winter better than 
calves that run with the cows. The 
doctrines you have so long advocated 
and which have been ridiculed by 
Ex-Governor Hoard and other cham- 
pions of the special purpose cow are 
being verified by the actual experience 
of farmers. Farmers are getting tired 
of raising a lot of bones for the can- 
nery, when they find they can grow 
a cow that when she fails to be a 
milker can be fed and sold for beef at 
a profit.”

NOTES FOR THE BEE-KEEPER. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

Strained honey will sometimes 
granulate in winter. It is easy to bring 
it back to its former state by placing 
in a real warm place for a half day, 
or perhaps a little longer. A good 
place to reliquify honey we find is 
on a shelf very near the kitchen fire, 
where there is plenty of warmth and 
yet not too much heat which will spoil 
the delicate flavor of the honey. Light 
and cold are the causes of honey solidi- 
fying in winter. Honey is a_ safe 
keeper if, given the right conditions. 
Unlike many other farm products, 
there is no hurry about marketing it 
for fear the quality will be injured 
by keeping. 

If you have a few combs you wish 
to render into wax crush them into 
small pieces and put them in a sack 
of coarse open cheese-cloth. Then put 
the sack in a kettle of cold water, 
boil for half hour and weight down 
bag, allow kettle and contents to cool 
off gradually. The sack holds the re- 
fuse. When cold the wax will be 
found on top of the water. After re- 
moving the wax it may be melted 
again and moulded into cakes. The 
wax will not crack when molding if 
covered to exclude cool air. Use a tin, 
brass or copper vessel for rendering 
wax. An iron kettle makes the wax 
darker than it would be otherwise. If 
one has a good sized apiary and desires 
to produce the finest quality of wax 
that will bring the highest price in 
the market a good wax extractor or 
steam wax press is needed. However, 
the method I have described answers 
for the farmer who wishes to render 
a small amount of wax for home use. 

Some of those who make a business 
of bee-keeping on a large scale make 
good wages in bad weather melting 
up scrapings, old brood and extracting 
combs, combs that are diseased, and 
refuse that naturally accumulates in 
the course of a season, using a large 
steam wax press for this purpose

SULPHATE FOR DODDER. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 


I take the liberty of calling your at- 
tention to a statement in your issue 
of November 4, 1904, page 1363, in 
which you refer to the use of a 10 
per cent solution of copper sulphate 
applied to the extent of thorough 
drenching in the destruction of dodder. 

The strength of copper’ sulphate 
usually advised is, I think, between 
two per cent and five per cent. The 
results of some tests by myseif the 
past season, undertaken to show the 
effect of different strengths of copper 
sulphate on red clover foliage, show- 
ed that it was completely blackened 
and killed by the 6 per cent solution, 
and considerably injured by the 5 per 
cent solution.

ANOTHER OLEO BATTLE. 


Farmers and dairymen throughout 
the west have been congratulating 
themselves for the last year that the 
fight for pure butter has been ended 
by the enactment of the _  oleo- 
margarine bill, which puts a tax of 
ten cents a pound on colored oleo, the 
coloring adding nothing whatever to 
the value, but simply enabling it to 
masquerade as butter; in other words, 
being used for the purpose of fraud. 
This was a great victory secured after 
ten years of hard work by the com- 
bined farming and dairy interests of 
the country. 

The beef trust, however, is not sat- 
isfied. Congressman Boutell, of Illi- 
nois, the great henchman of the beef 
trust, has prepared a bill reducing the 
tax on colored oleo to four cents. Un- 
fortunately, he is a member of the 
house committee on ways and means, 
and with him is Mr. Grosvenor, of 
Ohio, the bitter enemy of the dairy 
interests. The chairman of the com- 
mittee is Sereno E. Payne, of New 
York, who did all he could to defeat 
this legislation at the beginning, and 
the committee will no doubt recom- 
mend it for passage. Four or five 
out of the committee on rules, which 
recommends what bills shall be 
brought up for passage after they have 
been recommended by the committee, 
are known to be in favor of this bill. 
It will therefore no doubt go before 
the house, and the dairy interests will 
have to fight the old fight over again. 

The reason given for reducing the 
tax to four cents a pound is that it 
will give five or six million dollars 
of needed revenue. Or, to put it in 
another way, the oleo people propose 
to give the government a bribe of 
some six millions of dollars for the 
purpose of enabling them to palm ou 
oleo for butter. The ten-cent tax 
practically wiped out the business. 

The people manifestly don’t want 
white oleo. Coloring does not add a 
particle to the value of the _ oleo- 
margarine, and if the poor man really 
wants this poor man’s butter he will 
buy it without reference to color. The 
fact is, he don’t want it. It can’t be 
sold in any considerable quantity un- 
less colored so that it may be palmed 
off as butter. 

Our readers, whether engaged in 
dairying or not, should give their con- 
gressmen to understand that they will 
resent to the bitter end, even to the 
extent of political decapitation, any 
attempt on the part of any member 
of congress representing them, tY so 
disguise oleomargarine that it may be 
passed off as butter. The farmers 
have suffered enough and are suffer- 
ing enough at the hands of the beef 
trust now. It is time for them to 
wake up and understand that they will 
not be allowed to receive any further 
privileges and favors at the hands of 
the men who represent them in con- 
gress. 





ABORTION IN COWS. 


An Iowa correspondent writes: 

“Please give me some reason for 
cows dropping their calves _ pre- 
maturely.” 

There may be a good many reasons. 
This premature birth is called abor- 
tion. It may arise from hooks by 
other cattle, especially in the case of 
young heifers, for the vicious old cow 
knows just where to hook the heifer 
to produce abortion. It may come 
from slipping on ice, or from trying 
to jump across streams, or it may 
come from an over-gorging of green 
clover. It may possibly come from 
eating hay that is ergotized, or it may 
be the result of a disease of the calf- 
bed, in which last case it is called 
contagious abortion. This disease of 
the calfbed, or the covering of the 
foetus, is a germ disease and com- 
municable from one cow to another, 
but is more generally communicated 
through the bull. 

When epidemic abortion strikes a 
herd the farmer has serious trouble 
on his hands and should call in the 
aid of a veterinary surgeon and follow 
his advice. If his herd is of common 
cows of no very great value probably 
the better way is to fatten them and 
sell them. If his herd consists of a 
superior class of cattle, then he should 
undertake the treatment which a 
skilled veterinarian prescribes. This 
disease is becoming very common 
throughout the cattle country, espe- 
cially in the corn and grass belt, and 





farmers who have had a number of 
cows abort may pretty safely conclude 
that they have on their hands a case 
of contagious abortion. 


One of the most common ways of 
distributing it is through public 
sales. A farmer has had abortion in 
his herd and don’t say anything about 
it. He makes a public sale and these 
cows are scattered among his neigh- 
bors. In this way the bull in use in 
each herd becomes infected, and 
through him the disease is spread to 
all the cows on the farm. 

We have said all we know about it, 
and all, we think, that is accurately 
known on the subject, over and over 
again in past issues of Wallaces’ 
Farmer. We have published a sum- 
mary of these articles on a separate 
slip of paper and will send it to any 
person who wishes the information 
and who will send us a stamped and 
addressed envelope and ask for same. 
The great trouble is that when these 
articles were published the farmers 
merely glanced at them and _ said, 
“Well, this don’t concern me. I have 
no abortion among my cows.” They 
did not keep files, and hence when the 
trouble comes they at once appeal 
to us. 

This disease can be handled by the 
careful farmer on the advice of a 
veterinarian, and handled success- 
fully. It will, however, require a great 
deal of care and labor, and the farmer 
who is not willing to undertake this 
had better fatten his cows and sell 
them. The farmer, however, who has 
sufficient energy and ability to develop 
a herd of first-class cows can’t afford 
to sacrifice them, and is likely also to 
have the ability to stamp the disease 
out of his herd under the advice of 
a competent veterinary surgeon. We 
hope none of our readers, however, 
will think so poorly of themselves and 
have so little regard for their neigh- 
bors as to sell at public auction a cow 
that is known to be affected with con- 


tagious abortion, and certainly not 
without giving notice. No man can 
afford for a little temporal gain to 


assist in spreading a disease so detri- 
mental to the farmers’ interests.

THE RATION OF THE BROOD SOW. 

If the farmer wishes to have large,

Corn alone does not provide a suf- 
ficient food, or, in other words, is not 
a well balanced ration for the brood 
sow, for the simple reason that it 
lacks in flesh forming and in bone 
forming material, the very materials 
which are necessary to give vigor and 
energy to the pigling, and make it a 
profitable animal when it comes to the 
feed lot Corn, however, in the corn 
growing country is the cheapest feed 
this year, and all other years except 
in times of drouth. It should 
therefore be largely as a main 
ingredient in the ration, but it must 
be balanced up with other feeds that 
have in excess the elements which 
corn lacks. 

Where the farmer has alfalfa or 
good clover hay, skim-milk or butter- 
milk, he need be at no loss in forming 
a ration, and can use plenty of corn 
to advantage, for the reason that all 
these feeds have more of either the 
bone or flesh formers than the animal 
needs. None of them would be satis- 
factory for a full feed, for the same 
reason that corn is not satisfactory. 
They have the elements in excess 
which are lacking in corn, and there- 
fore a mixture of corn or some one 
or other of these feeds, or some others 
to be mentioned hereafter, whichever 
may prove cheapest, should be given. 

The farmer in the alfalfa country 
will of course use alfalfa as by all 
means the cheapest balance for a corn 
diet. Where the farmer has an 
abundance of good clover hay this, of 
course, is cheapest for him. This 
clover hay should, where possible, be 
cut up, run through a chaffer, and, if 
the ground into meal = and 
mixed with it and wet, he will find it 
a very cheap and very palatable as 
well as efficient ration. Where there 
is skim-milk and buttermilk these 
should be given freely and in propor- 
tion to the amount of corn fed. 

Oats are not a desirable feed for 
hogs, partly because they are usually

too high in price and partly because 
they contain a large amount of woody 
fiber in the form of chaff. Bran is 
not the best feed for the brood sow, 
and for the same reason. Where a 
farmer can buy shorts, a feed of 
shorts and corn half and half will 
pretty nearly touch the sore spot. On

When none of these are to be ob- 
tained, then recourse may be had to 
oil meal, in the proportion of one to 


five of the amount of corn fed. This 
would preferably be used as a slop 
in connection with some _ shorts, 


ground rye, wheat screenings, inferior 


wheat or barley. Cotton seed meal 
would probably furnish the cheapest 
balance from a chemical standpoint, 


but for some reason it is not safe to 
feed it to hogs, and therefore it should 
be excluded. They will thrive on it 
very well at first, but usually in about 


six weeks they begin to show signs 
of disease, and frequently die. Better 


use tankage in the proportion of one 
to ten of corn. 

Where shorts or the substitutes 
named can not be obtained, alfalfa 
meal or alfalmo may be used instead 
and can be used wherever it can be 
obtained at a lower price than shorts. 
There is probably not much difference 
between the feeding value of shorts 
and alfalfa meal. Where gluten feed 
can be obtained at a considerably 


lower price than oil meal it can be 
used, although it is not usually as 
palatable as oil meal. In fact, oil 


meal is one of the most palatable of 
all feeds of that character.

The stock of hogs on many farms is 
running out, litters becoming smaller 
and weaker, not because of any fault 
of the breed, but because of the food 
given brood sows during pregnancy. 
We believe it is a great deal better 
and cheaper to keep five sows in such 
a way that they will throw thirty-five 
healthy, vigorous pigs, than to keep 
seven sows and have the same number 
of pigs of lower vitality and less vigor. 
This seems to us a very plain and 
simple proposition, and we wonder 
why it is that farmers do not catch 
on. Surely we can not expect the 
product of the factory to differ very 
widely from the material which is fur- 
nished to it. You can’t have vigorous 
animals without giving them the feed 
that creates and sustains vigor. Sure- 
ly the western farmer has tried this 
method of feeding brood sows solely 
on corn alone long enough to satisfy 
him that it is a mistaken policy. 


CORN AND ALFALFA FOR BROOD 
SOWS. 

A Coleridge, Nebraska, correspond- 
ent writes: 

“T would like for you to send me a 
good ration for-brood sows. I have 
the following feeds: Oats at 22 cents 
per bushel; corn at 30 cents’ per 
bushel; wheat at 20 cents per bushel; 
shorts at $1.00 per 100 pounds; bran 
at 90 cents per hundred; oil meal, 
$1.90 per hundred; tankage, $40.00 per 
ton; alfalfa or clover hay, $5.00 per 
ton. In feeding hogs is it best to feed 
two or three times per day, and should 
they have slop once a day until near 
farrowing time?” 

If our correspondent will 
the experiment station at 
Nebraska, and ask for a copy of their 
bulletin on fattening pigs and winter- 
ing brood sows on an alfalfa and corn 
ration which was issued last Septem- 
ber, he will find in it information that 
should prove of considerable value to 
him. This bulletin contains a report 
of some experiments conducted by 


write to 
Lincoln, 


Professors Burnett and Smith _ in 
feeding pigs different rations of corn 
in connection with alfalfa, bran, and 
shorts. It was conducted at North 
Platte, Nebraska. Fifty-six pigs as 
nearly the same size and thrift as 
possible were divided into eight dif- 


ferent lots with seven pigs in each lot. 
Lot 1 was fed corn meal; Lot 2 a 
ration of three-fourths corn and one- 
fourth shorts; Lot 3 a ration of three- 
fourths corn and one-fourth cut alfalfa 


hay; Lot 4 a ration of three-fourths 
corn and one-fourth ground alfalfa 
hay; Lot 5 a ration of three-fourths 
corn and one-fourth bran; Lot 6 a 
ration of half corn and half shorts; 


Lot 7 a ration of half corn and half cut 
alfalfa hay; Lot 8 a ration of half 
corn and half ground alfalfa hay. The 
pigs were fed for a period of twelve 
weeks and the result of the experi- 
ment shows that the most economical 
gains were made with a ration of 
three-fourths corn and_ one-fourth 
alfalfa. The result of the experiments 
also indicates that bran was not as 
good as either shorts or alfalfa fed 
in connection with corn and _ that 
aifalfa was equal to shorts when fed 
in proportion of one part of alfalfa to 


three parts of corn. The cut alfalfa 
hay gave cheaper gains than the 
ground alfalfa, but this was because 
of the difference in price, the cut 


alfalfa costing only $8.00 per ton while 
the ground alfalfa cost $16.00 per ton. 

In connection with the experiments 
with the pigs, one lot of twenty-two 
young brood sows was fed a ration of 
half corn and half alfalfa meal, while 
another lot of the same number was 
fed a ration of half barley meal and 
half alfalfa meal. This feed was con- 
tinued for fifty-six days, which carried 
the sows up to farrowing time. The 
first lot gained an average of .98 
pounds per day and the second lot .84 
pounds per day. Concerning these 
lots, the bulletin says: “Both these 
lots made fine gains and at farrowing 





en 
time produced large, strong litters 
showing that the ration had beep an 
ideal one for brood sows.” 

Another lot of thirteen matureg 
brood sows averaging 258 pounds each 
were placed on a ration of one-fourth 
corn and three-fourths alfalfa. Thege 
sows ate two pounds of corn per head 
and six pounds of alfalfa. They were 
carried through the winter on this 
ration, but as they commenced to far. 
row after the fifth week, record was 
kept only until that time. At the enq 
of the fifth week they weighed an 
average of 264 pounds. The bulletin 
states that these sows kept in fine 
condition, farrowed during February 
and March, and saved fine litters jp 
each case. After the farrowing they 
were fed a ration of half corn and half 
alfalfa. 

From this our correspondent will 
see that his cheapest, and best feed 
as well, is his corn and alfalfa hay. 
If his sows have been accustomed to 
alfalfa pasture, he will not have much 
trouble in getting them to eat the 
hay; especially if he has a feed cutter 
and can cut it into short lengths. The 
nicest way to feed it is to cut the 
hay and mix the corn with it. He 
will have in this way a much cheaper 


ration than Iowa hog raisers can 
secure with feed at present prices 


Many Iowa farmers are buying alfalfa 
meal at $21 and $22 per ton and feed 
ing in connection with the corn to 
their brood sows, while our corre- 
spondent has it at a cost of $5.00 per 
ton and he can probably cut it without 
much increased cost for labor.

“Is there any way to tell the age of 
steers by their teeth? If so, how? 
Some say we can, others say we can 
not.” 

Experienced judges can determine 
very closely as to the age of cattle by 
the teeth, but not with the same cer- 
tainty as with horses. The appear- 
ance of the teeth of the cattle are in- 
fluenced to a greater extent by the 
breed than with horses. The specifi- 
cations adopted by the International 
wive Stock Exhibition for determining 
the age of the car lots of steers shown 
at that exposition are as follows: 

Twelve Months—An animal of tnis 
age shall have all of its milk (calf) 
incisor teeth in place. 

Fifteen Months—At this age center 
pair of incisor milk teeth may be re- 
placed by center pair of permanent 
incisors (pinchers), the latter teeth 
being through the gums but not yet 
in wear. 

Eighteen Months—The middle pair 
of permanent incisors at this ag 
should be fully up and in wear, but 
next pair (first intermediate) not yet 
cut through gums. 

Twenty-four Months—The mouth at 
this age will show two middle perma- 
nent (broad) incisors fully up and in 
wear, and next pair (first interme- 
diate) well up but not in wear. 

Thirty Montns—The mouth at this 
age may show six broad permanent 
incisors, the middle and first inter- 
mediate pairs fully up and in wear, 
and the next pair (second intermedi- 
ate) well up but not in wear. 

Thirty-six Months—Three pairs of 
broad teeth should be fully up and in 
wear, and the corner milk teeth may 
be shed or shedding with the corner 
permanent teeth just appearing 
through gums. 

Thirty-nine Months—Three pairs of 
broad teeth will be fully up and in 
wear, and corner teeth (incisors) 
through gums but not in wear.
